THE ADDKESS OP THE BISHOPS ON 

WOKLDLINESS. 

(Prepared and published by order of the General OoA' 

ference.) 



It has been the custom of tlie bishops, in watch- 
ing over the souls of those for whom they must 
give an account, to warn against the insidious 
influence of worldliness, which is one of the most 
subtle and relentless foes of spirituality. It is 
the spirit of the world in opposition to the spirit 
of Christ. It'ifl th^'^agaiDst* which the beloved 
disciple warned ^^he early Christians when he said : 
"Love not the y^brld^'ltetthjer the things that are 
in the world. If any n^ an love the world, the love 
of the Father is 'no^ an him> "For all that is in 
the world, the lust of the flesh, and the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the Fa- 
ther, but is of the world/' The apostle had in 
mind the same harmful worldliness when instan- 
cing the foes of faith he summed them all up in 
one> and declared : "This is the victory that over- 
eometh the world, even our faith." 

Imagine a state of society where all were domi- 
nated by the lust of the flesh and the lust of the 
eyes and the pride of life, aT\4 ^\vct^ tf^ ^'^ ^s^^- 
toms of society were deteramieaL V3 «vy^ ^^^ 
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standards, and it is evident that the conditions 
are absolutely opposed to a life of faith. Only 
Christianity eotild stop the brutal and inhuman 
ferocity of the gladiatorial shows and other 
forms of amusement which long dominated and 
brutalized the Roman populace. The indecencies 
of the stage can be checked by the same divine 
influence at work-in society, as the obscenities 
and gross improprieties of the printed page, 
whether of the drama or the novel or the sensual 
poem, have been outlawed by the spirit of Christ 
that cleansed the temple of those who profaned 
it by unholy^ customs.. . Q^^s,tpjp. cannot make 
right. Custo)4l*| fti)\i>fte3r.tW*u^tridled spirit 
of worldliness, as in .tuQ ^ays .^fif ore Christianity 
exercised any restra^ifc ySf^tejBef; It is the mis- 
sion of Christiamty.i.to.<gha«>ge:iJie:customs of the 
world until they QOi^l^riiTOtfeSspirit of Christ. 

The one law of the Church is to avoid what we 
know is not for the glory of God. This forbids 
the taking such diversions as cannot be used in 
the name of Christ, the singing those songs or 
reading those books which do not tend to the 
knowledge or love of God, and those forms of 
needless self-indulgence that unfit the believer for 
communion with God or for faithful and effective 
service for man. The law of expediency has the 
^rip of moral duty when we ab^taixv cn^tv itotcv 
^fjat 18 doubtful for the sake oi ot\v€t9., "Yq ^^ 
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to no place of amusement where we cannot invite 
our Lord to go with us, and to engage in no rec- 
reation on which we cannot invoke his blessing, 
is a safe rule of conduct toward God and man. 
This leaves to the Christian the safeguards of a 
divine presence in all things. Our Lord knew 
well the value of relaxation from a too strenuous 
life when he said to his disciples, "Come apart into 
a desert [or uninhabited] place, and rest awhile"; 
and he looked with complacency upon tlie sports of 
children as he noted tlieir very language when at 
play in the streets of Jerusalem; but it was "the 
Lord in the midst'' who gave to such recreation 
the sanction of his presence and blessing. 

The family altar, with its sanctities; the right 
observance of the Sabbath made for man; the 
avoidance of all that would secularize its sacred 
hours; the faithful attendance upon all its means 
Cff grace; and the cheerful cooperation with all 
who are aiding in the religious instruction of our 
children — ^must make the home the beneficent 
agency for good in forming and maintaining 
those lofty ideals of right living for which Chris- 
tianity has ever stood. Thus the spirit which 
was in Christ must be in us also, and as many as 
are led by the spirit of Christ show themselves the 
sons of their Father. If we would be the children 
of ovr Father in heaven, we "m\3i^\, ^?ig\>\. ^^ t^^'^^ 
of heaven for life on eart\\, 1t\ \^\tv S^cn n?^ y^"^"^ 
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the model prayer if we do not seek to do his will 
on earth as it is done in heaven. Thus alone can 
his kingdom come. 

The true mission of Christ is both to save and 
to leaven — ^to destroy the works of the devil, and 
to impart the power as well as the spirit of right 
living. Because the spirit that now rules amoug 
the children of disobedience is a spirit of world- 
liness, making men lovers of pleasure more than 
lovers of God, making self rather than Christ the 
center of life and thought, bidding men live with- 
out God in the world, the avowed aim of Chris- 
tianity is to enthrone the Lord Jesus Christ in 
the heart and to make no provision for fulfilling 
the lusts of the flesh. The expulsive power of a 
new and holy affection has ever been needed to 
keep the life of God in the soul of man. If Meth- 
odism has often seemed strenuous in insisting on 
abstaining from every form of evil, she has found 
her justification in the blessing of her Lord in 
influencing the lives of men. God forbid that 
she should ever fall so low as to throw down all 
barriers about the flock of Christ and, in her lust 
for numbers, admit to her communion* those who 
have no supreme desire to flee from the wrath 
to come and to be saved from their sins, and who 
do not show this desire by the fruits of holy liv- 
fng: A passion for the souls of others, born of 
^A/s desire, as well as the desire to ^\e^^e ISato. 
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who has called us to be soldiers, will best prevent 
becoming entangled in the affairs of this life 
inconsistent with the discipline of holy living. 
With the battle lines drawn against the devil, the 
world, and the flesh (the sworn and cruel foes of 
the soul), this is no time to relax our vigilance. 
"There is no surcease in that war." 

Finally, brethren, be strong in the Lord and in 
the power of his might. Put on the whole armor 
of God, that ye may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil. For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in high places. 
Wherefore take unto you the whole armor of God, 
that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day ; 
and having done all, to stand. Stand, therefore, 
having your loins girt about with truth, and hav- 
ing on the breastplate of righteousness; and your 
feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of 
peace; above all, taking the shield of faith where- 
with ye shall be able to quench all the fiery darts 
of the wicked. And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit which is the Word of 
God. Thus was our Lord equipped and armed in 
his temptations when he was tempted in all points 
as we are, yet without sin ; for the^^ \^ tvq^ \r?c5^^- 
Hon that overtaketh you but t\v«i ^^^^ \% -^^^q't>S^^ 
a way of escape.

CHAPTER I. 

AKTICLES OF RELIGIOX AXD OEXKRAI. Uri.K^ . 

SECTION I. 

ARTICLES OF REUGION. 

I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 

^ 1. There is but one living ami true Ooil, over- 
lasting^ without body or parts; of iuiinito power, 
wisdom, and goodness; the Maker and l^t^ervor 
of all things, both visible and invisible. And in 
unity of this Godhead, there are three persons of 
one substance, power, and eternity ; the F'athpr, thi^ 
Son, and the Holy Ghost. 

II. Of the Word, or Son of God, who was mnde 

very Man, 

\2. The Son, who is the Word of the Fatlior, 
the vefy and eternal God, of one substance witli 
the Father, took man's nature in the womb of the 
blessed Virgin ; so that two wholp nnrl perfect tui- 
tures, that is to say, the Godhead and manhood, 
were joined together in one 'pcTW>T\, t\<».nv^t \.c> V> 
divided, whereof U one Chriwt, \eT>^ C\^>A ^\t\^ "^v^^^j 
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man, who truly suffered, Avas crucified, dead, and 
buried, to reconcile his Father to us, and to be a 
sacrifice!, not only for original guilt, but also for 
actual sins of men. 

III. Of the Resurrection of Christ * 

Tf3. Christ did truly rise again from the dead, 
and took again his body, with all things appertain- 
ing to the perfection of man's nature, wherewith 
he ascended into heaven, and there sitteth until 
he return to judge all men at the last day. 

IV. Of the Holy Ghost, 

^ 4. The Holy Ghost, proceeding from the Fa- 
ther and the Son, is of one substance, majesty, 
and glory, with the Father and the Son, very and 
eternal God. 

V. Of the Sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures 

for SaJvation, 

^ 5. Holy Scripture containeth all things neces- 
sary to salvation; so that whatsoever is not read 
therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to be 
required of any man, that it should be believed 
as an article of the faith, or be thought requisite 
or necessary to salvation. In the name of the 
Holy Scripture, we do understand those canonical 
books of the Old and New Testament, of wKoa« 
authority was never any doubt in. ttve CVwjltc^.

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VI. Of the Old Testament. 

If 6. The Old Testament is not contrary to 
the Ifew; for both in the Old and New Testa- 
ment everlasting life is offered tb • mankind by 
Christ, who is the only Mediator between God and 
man, being both God and man. Wherefore they 
are not to be heard, who feign that the old fathers 
did look only for transitory promises. Although 
the law given from God by Moses, as touching 
ceremonies and rites, doth not bind Christians, 
nor ought the civil precepts thereof of necessity 
to be received in any commonwealth ; yet, not- 
withstanding, no Christian whatsoever is free from 
the obedience of the commandments which are 
called moral. 

VII. Of Original or Birth Sin. 

^ 7. Original sin standeth not in the following 
of Adam (as the Palagians do vainly talk), but 
it is the corruption of the nature of every man, 
that naturally is engendered of the offspring of 
Adam, whereby man is very far gone from original 
righteousness, and of his own nature inclined to 
evil, and that continually. 

VIII. Of Free-Will 

^8. The condition of man after the fall of 
Adam is such, that he cannot twin and ^t^^%x\^ 
himself by his own natural streiigtYv ^^t^*^ ^otY's. 
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to futfa, uid calling upon God ; wh^rvforv^ we havi^ 
no power to do good wort§> pli^nsani and acvvt^a- 
ble to God, withont the grace of Goil bv Ohri;!^! 
pierenting ns« that we may have a good will^ aiul 
working with ns, when we have that good wilU 

IX. Of ihe Justification of J/tiw. 

^9. We are accounted righteous before God, 
only for the merit of our Lonl and Saviour ^U^Jiiis 
Christ, by faith, and not for our own wt^rks or 
deservings; wherefore, that wo are justified bv 
faith only, is a most wholesome doctrine, and 
very full of comfort. 

X. Of Oood Works. 

^ 10. Although good works, whieli arc tho 
fruits of faith, and follow after justification, can- 
not put away our sins, and endure the scvoritv 
of God^s judgment; yet arc they pleasing and ac- 
ceptable to God in Christ, and sprin^jf out of a 
true and lively faith, insomuch that l)y thoiu a 
lively faith may be as evidently known, as a tree 
discerned by its fruit. 

XI. Of Works of Supererogation, 

^11, Voluntary works, besides, over and above 
God^s commandments, which they call works of 
supererogation, cannot be taug\\\i vi\\X\cn\A. t^xx^v 
gancjr and impiety. For by tt\em laexv Sic^ ^vie^vt^, 
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Tliat they do not only render unto God as much 
as they are bound to do, but that they do more fox 
his sake than of bounden duty is required : where- 
as Christ saith plainly, When ye have done all that 
is commanded you, say. We are unprofitable serv- 
ants. 

XII. Of Sin after Justification, 

f 12. TTot every sin, willingly committed after 
justification, is tlie sin against the Holy Ghost, 
and unpardonable. Wherefore the grant of re- 
pentance is not to be denied to such as fall into 
sin after justification: after we have received the 
Holy Ghost, we may depart from gracQ given, and 
fall into sin, and by the grace of God rise again, 
and. amend our lives. And therefore they are to 
be condemned who say they can no more sin as 
long as they live here, or deny the place of for- 
giveness to such as truly repent. 

XIII. Of the Church, 

^ 13. The visible Church of Christ is a con- 
gregation of faithful men, in the which the pure 
word of God is preached, and the sacraments duly 
administered according to Chrisfs ordinance, in 
nil those things that of necessity are requisite to 
the same. 

XIV. Of Purgatory, 

fl4:. The J?omish doctritie coiiceinvm^ -^wt^c.- 
^^^ psrdons, worshipping, and adoxaWoTi, a^ ^^

of images as of relics, and also invocation of saints, 
is a fond thing vainly invented, and grounded 
upon no warrant of Scripture, but repugnant to 
the word of God. 

XV. Of speal'inff in the Congregation in such 
a Tongue as the People understand. 

^ 15, It is a thing plainly repugnant to the 
word of God, and the custom of the Primitive 
Church, to have public prayer in the Church, or 
to minister the sacraments in a tongue not under- 
stood by the people. 

XVI. Of the Sacraments. 

\ 16. Sacraments ordained of Christ, are not 
only badges or tokens of Christian men's profes- 
sion; but rather they are certain signs of grace, 
and God^s good will towards us, by the which he 
doth work invisibly in us, and doth not only 
quicken, but also strengthen and confirm our faith 
in him. 

There are two sacraments ordained of Christ 
our Lord in the Gospel; that is to say, Baptism 
and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called sacraments ; that is 
to say, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, IkHitri- 
mony, and extreme Unction, are not to be countod 
toT Sacraments of the Gospel, loem^ ^wOcv ^-^Xw;^ 
partly grown out of the eoTTwpt ioWowxw^ ^^ "^^^ 
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ajjostles, and partly are states of life allowed in 
the Scriptures, but yet have not the like nature 
of Baptism and the Lord's Supper, because they 
have not any visible sign or ceremony ordained 
of God. 

The sacraments were not ordained of Christ to 
be gazed upon, or to be carried about ; but that we 
should duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same, they have a wholesome 
effect or operation; but they that receive them 
unworthily, purchase to themselves condemnation, 
as St, Paul saith. 

XVII. Of Baptism. 

^17. Baptism is not only a sign of profession, 
and mark of difference, whereby Christians are 
distinguished from others that are not baptized; 
but it is also a sign of regeneration, or the new 
birth. The baptism of young children is to l)e 
retained in the Church. 

XVIII. Of the Lord's Supper, 

^18. The Supper of the Lord is not only a 
sign of the love that Christians ought to have 
among themselves one to another, but rather is a 
sacrament of our redemption by Christ^s death: 
insomuch, that to such as rightly, worthily, and 
Tf^/^h faith receive the same, t\ve loTe^id '^frVaclv vre 
Ifreak is a partaking of the ^iody oi CVvt\»\.\ ^tv^ 
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likewise the cup of blessing is a partaking of the 
blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation, or the change of the sub- 
stance of bread and wine in the Supper of the 
Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ; but is re- 
pugnant to the plain words of Scripture, over- 
throweth the nature of a sacrament, and hath 
given occasion to many superstitions. 

The body of Christ is given, taken, and eaten 
in the Supper, only after an heavenly and spiritual 
manner. And the mean whereby the body of 
Christ is received and eaten in the Supper, is 
faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Supper was not 
by Christ's ordinance reserved, carried about, 
lifted up. Or worshipped. 

XIX. Of both Kinds. 

f 19. The cup of the Tjord is not to be denied 
to the lay-people ; for both the parts of the Lord's 
Supper, by Christ's ordinance and commandment, 
ought to be administered to all Christians alike. 

XX. Of the One Oblation of Christ, finished 

upon the Cross. 

f 20. The offering of Christ once made, is that 
perfect redemption, propitiation, and satisfaction 
for all the sins of the whole ^otVSl, \>cs>i\v wl<^\\"^ 
and actual; and there is noive o\)[vet ^^\K'^\5v.^^v^'^ 
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for sin but that alone. Wherefore, the sacrifice 
of masses, in the wliich it is commonly said that 
the priest dotli offer Christ for the quick and the 
dead, to have remission of pain or guilt, is a 
blasphemous fable, and dangerous deceit. 

XXI. Of the Marriage of Ministers. 

^31. The ministers of Christ are not com- 
manded by God^s law either to vow the estate of 
single life, or to abstain from marriage; there- 
fore it is lawful for them, as for all other Chris- 
tians, to marry at their own discretion, as they 
shall judge the same to serve best to godliness. 

XXII. Of the Rites and Ceremonies of Churches. 

^22. It is not necessary that rites and cere- 
monies should in all places be the same, or exactly 
alike; for they have been always different, and 
may be changed according to the diversity of coun- 
tries, times, and men's manners, so that noth- 
ing be ordained against God's word. Whosoever, 
through his private judgment, willingly and pur- 
posely doth openly break the rites and ceremonies 
of the Church to which he belongs, which are not 
repugnant to the word of God, and are ordained 
and approved by common authority, ought to be 
rebuked openly, that others may fear to do the 
fyke, as one that offendeth aga\T\?^t t\\e eoxcvT^^Tv. ^x- 
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der of the Chuivli, ain! wxHimi^Mh ihe <\>ifc^hMKx^ 
of weik brethr»u 

ETery particular Chuit'h mav oivlain^ ohan^w 
or abolish rites and c^ei^monies ^^ that all ihin^ 
mar be done to edification. 

XXIII. Of the Rulers of the VmM SMts of 

Amrrica^ 

If 23. The president, the congre^ the ^nerol 
assemblies, the governors, and the councils of state, 
as the delegates of the people, are the rulers of 
the United States of America, according to the 
division of power made to them by the cH>nstit\i- 
tion of the United States, and by the constitutions 
of their respective states. And the said states nr« 
a sovereign and independent nation, and ouglit not 
to be subject to any foreign jurigdiction.* 

XXIV. Of Christian Men's Goods, 

f 24. The riches and goods of rhrintianH nro 
not common as touching the right, titio, and pos- 
session of the same, as some do falsely bonnt. 
Notwithstanding, every man ought, of H\icb thingn

duty of Christians, and especially all Christian rnlrilNlitrN, 
to be subject to the supreme authority of thn rourifry 
where they may reside, and to use all laudnt)l<i m«»HtiM t/i

XXV. Of a Christian Man's Oath, 

^ 35. As we confess that vain and rash swear- 
ing is forbidden Christian naen by our Lord Jesus 
Christ and James his apostle; so we judge that 
the Christian religion doth not prohibit, but that 
a man may swear when the magistrate requireth, 
in a cause of faith and charity, so it be done ac- 
cording to the prophet's teaching, in justice, judg- 
ment, and truth. 



SECTION II. 

THE GENEBAL BT7LES. 

1[ 36. In the latter end of the year 1739, eight 
or ten persons came to Mr, Wesley in London, who 
appeared to be deeply convinced of sin, and ear- 
nestly groaning for redemption. They desired (as 
did two or three more the next day) that he would 
spend some time with them in prayer, and advise 
them how to flee from the wrath to come; which 
they saw continually hanging over their heads. 
That they might have more time for this great 
work, he appointed a day when they might all come 
together, which from thenceforward they did every 
week, namely^ on Thursday, m the ^Neimiv^. To 
f^ese^ and a& many more as SesixeSi \.o \om ^^ 
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them (for their numher increased daily), he gave 
those advices from time to time which he judged 
most needful for them ; and they always concluded 
their meeting with prayer suited to their several 
necessities. 

Tf 27. This was the rise of the United Society^ 
.first in Europe, and then in America. Such a 
society is no other than "a company of men hav- 
ing the form and seeking the power of godliness, 
united in order to pray together, to receive the 
word of exhortation, and to watch over one another 
in love, that they may help each other to work 
out their salvation/' 

f 38« There is only one condition previously 
required of those who desire admission into these 
societies, a '^desir^ to flee from the wrath to come, 
and to be saved from their sins." But wherever 
this is really fixed in the soul, it will be shown by 
its fruits. It is therefore expected of all who con- 
tinue therein that they should continue to evidence 
their desire of salvation, 

First, By doing no harm, by avoiding evil of 
every kind, especially that which is most generally 
practiced: such as, 

The taking of the name of God in vain ; 

The profaning the day of the Lord, either by 
doing ordinary work thexem, ot \>n \svmT\^ <5ft 
selling; 
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Drunkenness, or drinking spirituous liquors 
unless in eases of necessity ; 

FiglitifKjy quarreling, brawling; brother going 
to law with brother; returning evil for evil, or 
railing for railing; the using manij words in buy- 
ing or selling; 

The buying or selling goods that have not paid 
the duty; 

The giving or taking things on usury, i. e,, un- 
lawful interest; 

Uncharitable or unprofitable conversation*, par- 
ticularly speaking evil of magistrates or minis- 
ters ; 

Doing to others as we would not they should do 
unto us; 

Doing what we know is not for the glory of 
God: as. 

The putting on of gold and costly apparel; 

The talcing such diversions as cannot be used 
in the name of the Lord Jesus; 

The singing those songs, or reading those boohs, 
which do not tend to the knowledge or love of 
God; 

Softness or needless self-indulgence; 

Laying up treasures upon earth ; 

Borrowing without a probability of paying, or 
taking up goods without a probability, of paying 
J^or them. 
If 29. It is expected of a\\ w\vo coxdimv^ m ^^^^ 
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societies tliat thev should continue to eYiden<.r 
their desire of salvation. 

Secondly, By doing good, by being in every kind 
merciful after their power, as they have oppor- 
tunity, doing good of every possible sort, and, as 
far as possible, to all men : 

To their hollies, of the ability which G6d giveth, 
by giving food to the hungr}*, by clothing the 
naked, by visiting or helping them that are sick 
or in prison; 

To their souls, by instructing, reproving, or 
exhorting all we have any intercourse with; 
trampling under foot that enthusiastic doctrine 
that "we are not to do good unless our hearts he 
free to it/' 

By doing good, especially to them that are of 
the household of faith, or groaning so to be; em- 
ploying them preferably to others, buying one of 
another, helping each other in business; and so 
much the more because the vrorld will love its 
own, and them only. 

By all possible diligence and frugality, tliat tlie 
gospel be not blamed. 

By running with patience the race which it set 
before them, denying themselves, and taking up 
their cross daily; submitting to bear the reproach 
of Christ, to be as the filth and offscouring of the 
world; and looking that men ^\^o\x^8L ^^-^ oiW mau- 
f7er of evil of them falsely for the T^orA's %d\«.e,. 
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^30. It is expected of all who desire to o^oi, 
tinue in these societies that they should conti/zz^ 
to evidence their desire of salvation, 

Thirdly, By attending upon all the ordinances 
of God : such are. 

The public worship of God ; 

The nlinistry of the word, either read or ex- 
pounded; 

The Supper of the Lord ; 

Family and private prayer ; 

Searching the Scriptures; and 

Fasting or abstinence. 

^31. These are the General Rules of our so- 
cieties; all of which we are taught of God to 
observe, even in his written word, which is the 
only rule, and the sufficient rule, both of our faith 
and practice. And all these we know his Spirit 
writes on truly awakened hearts. If there be any 
among us who observe them not, who habitually 
break any of them, let it be known unto them who 
watch over that soul, as they who must give an ac- 
count. We will admonish him of the error of his 
ways ; we will bear with him for a season ; but if 
then he repent not, he hath no more place among 
us; we have delivered our own souls. 
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CHAPTER II. 

THE CONFERENCES. 
SECTION I. 

OF TH£ GENERAL CONFERENCE.

^ 35. Ans, 4. The ministers and laymen shall 
deliberate in one body; but upon a call of one- 
fifth of the members of the Conference, the lay 
and clerical members shall vote separately, and no 
measure shall be passed without the concurrence 
of a majority of both classes of representatives.

The General Conference shall 
have full powers to make rules and regulations for 
our Church, under the following limitations and 
restrictions, viz.:

fraction: and provided, also, that no Confer- 
ence shall be denied the privilege of two dele- 
gates, one clerical and one lay. 

(3) They shall not change or alter any part or rule 
of our government, so as to do away episcopacy, 
or destroy the plan of our itinerant general su- 
perintendency. 

(4) They shall not revoke, or change the General 
Bules of the United Societies. 

(5) They shall not do away the privileges of our 
ministers or preachers of trial by a committee 
and of an appeal; neither shall they do away 
the privileges of our members of trial before 
the Church, or by a committee, and of an ap- 
peal. 

(6) They shall not appropriate the produce of the 
Publishing House to any purpose other than 
for the benefit of the traveling, supernumerary, 
superannuated, and worn-out preachers, their 
wives, widows, and children. 

T[43. Provided, nevertheless, that upon the 
concurrent recommendation of three-fourths of 
all the members of the several Annual Confer- 
ences, who shall be present and vote on such 
recommendation, then a majority of two-thirds 
of the General Conference succeeding shall suf- 
^ce to alter any of the above restrictions, ex- 
cepimg the first article, w\v\e\v m«i^ \ift ^Jtot^^ 
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upon the joint recommendation of all the An-

rule or regulation is adopted by the General Con- 
ference, which, in the opinion of the Bishops, is 
unconstitutional, the Bishops may present to the 
Conference which passed said rule or regulation 
their objections thereto, with their reasons, in 
w-riting ; and if then the General Conference shall, 
by a two-thirds vote, adhere to its action on said 
rule or regulation, it shall then take the course 
prescribed for altering a Eestrictive Bule, and if 
thus passed upon affirmatively^ the Bishops shall 
announce that such rule or regulation takes effect 
from that time.

OF THE ELECTION AND CONSECRATION OF BISHOPS, AND^ 

OF THEIB DUTY.

of learning not under our care; also a Sunday 
school field secretary to travel within the bounds 
of such Conference for the purpose of establishing 
and aiding Sunday schools ; and an agent or agents 
for the benefit of our literary and benevolent in- 
stitutions; a general colportage agent or general 
colporter, and the editors of Annual Conference 
organs. A Bishop may appoint a preacher on 
trial, or a member of an Annual Conference, to 
engage in temperance work, or as Secretary of the 
Young Men^s Christian Association^ or as a stu- 
dent in any of our institutions of learning, or in

The 
College of Bishops shall hold semiannual meetings 
of not less than three days' time and as much 
longer as the work may require; to survey and 
consider all of the work of the Church at large, to 
plan and suggest new and needed enterprises in 
any part of the field, to provide, as far as possible, 
a uniform policy of administration, in order to the 
exercise of the functions of true Church leader- 
ship. At the close of each meeting, they shall pub- 
lish the results of their deliberations, as far as 
they may deem necessary for the interests of the 
Church, in the official organ of the Church and in 
the various organs of the Annual Conferences. 
Each Bishop shall at such meetings report in writ- 
ing all his decisions of law, with a syllabus of each 
case, made during the year. The College of 
Bishops shall review these decisions, record its 
conclusions in a permanent form, and publish 
semiannually in the Christian Advocate, and in 
such other form as the College shall agree to 
adopt, its conclusions in each case, together 
with the syllabus; and these conclusions, when 
published, shall be authoritative constructions 
of law.

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preparation for elder's orders; and the fact of 
passing an approved examination on this course 
shall be stated in the recommendation, which shall 
be signed by the President and Secretary of the 
Conference.

collector thus appointed the money received by 
him, that it may be reported to the Quarterly Con- 
ference; to take up collections quarterly in every 
congregation, it it be necessary, and to write circu- 
/^r letters to the societies to \)e mot^ \iXi^T^, M 
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need be; as also to let them know, when occasion 
requires, the financial state of the church, as re- 
ported at the Quarterly Conference.

Elections to membership on the 
Board shall be on the ground oi expetiei^ie^ Va., ^tA 
expert knowledge of, Sunday scTaooV ^oxY. ^^syi- 
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lar meetings of the Board shall be held annually, 
but a meeting may be called at any time by Tote of 
the Executive Committee. Twelve members shall 
constitute a quorum. 

^247. The Board may be incorporated under 
the corporate name of **The General Sunday School 
Board of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Soutli,'* 

according to the laws of the State of y and 

shall be located in the city of , but may 

meet at any place that it may elect. Its offi- 
cers shall be a President, a Vice President, a Re- 
cording Secretary, and a Treasurer. The Re- 
cording Secretary and Treasurer shall be elected 
by the Board, and it may elect such other officer or 
oflScers as the needs of the work may require.

^ 249. It shall be the duty of the Board to or- 
ganize new Sunday schools; to contribute to the 
support of needy schools ; to educate the Church in 
all phases of Sunday school work by creating and 
distributing literature and holding Sunday school 
conferences and institutes ; to promote the training 
of Sunday school officers and teachers and the or- 
ganization of Wesley Bible Classes and the forma- 
tion of City, District, Conference, and State Wes-

work. He shall be a member, ex officio, of the 
Sunday School Board. The Sunday School Board 
shall furnish him all necessary clerical and edito- 
rial assistance, to be paid for out of the amount 
appropriated to said Board by the Book Commit- 
tee. 

T[ 252. In order to prepare our Sunday school 
oflScers and teachers for more effective work, and 
also that our pastors may have the benefit of spe- 
cial courses in religious pedagogy and Sunday 
school methods, the Board shall . maintain a De- 
partment of Teacher Training, and shall elect 
quadrennially a Superintendent of Teacher Train- 
ing, whose duty it shall be to organize teacher 
training classes; to conduct a Co^^^«^vA'ewi& 
School *f or officers, teachers, pas\.OTO> «^^ ^%:t<£^^N 
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to hold teachers' institutes; and to travel through- 
out the connection in the interest of his work. 
The support of the Superintendent shall be pro- 
vided as is that of the Sunday School Editor, and 
the Sunday School Board shall furnish him such 
office assistance as his department may require, to 
be paid for out of tlie amount appropriated to said 
Board by the Book Committee. 

Tf 353. For the purpose of developing our young 
people, as well as those of mature years, in Chris- 
tian character and training tliem in Christian serv- 
ice through systematic instruction. Christian fel- 
lowship, and mutual helpfulness, the Board shall 
maintain a Wesley Bible Class Department to be 
composed of all adult, senior, and intermediate 
classes, organized according to the plan prescribed 
by the Board. The Board shall elect quadrennially 
a Superintendent of the Wesley Bible Class De- 
partment, who shall have charge of the organized 
Bible Class work of the Church. It shall be the 
duty of said Superintendent to promote the organ- 
ization and enrollment of Wesley Bible Classes and 
the formation of City, District, Conference, and 
State Wesley Bible Class Federations, and to travel 
throughout the connection in the interest of his 
department. The support of the Superintendent 
shall be provided as is that of the Sunday School

f 357. It shall be the duty of the Board to stim- 
ulate better organization, equipment, and instruc- 
tion in the Sunday schools ; to encourage the circu- 
lation of our own literature; to devise plans for 
evangelistic work in the Sunday schools; to supply 
needy Sunday schools with literature; to promote 
Sunday school growth and extension, the organiza- 
tion of Teacher Training Classes and Wesley Bible 
Classes, and the observance of Children's Day ; and 
to give special attention to all Sunday school in- 
terests within the bounds of the Conference.

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f 258. The Conference Sunday School Board is 
authorized to employ a Conference Field Secretary 
or such other worker as may be deemed necessary, 
and to provide for his salary and traveling expenses 
either through the Sunday schools or by such other 
means as the Conference may devise. The Field 
Secretary or other worker shall be under the direc- 
tion of the Board, and shall make monthly reports 
to the Chairman of the Board and quarterly re- 
ports to the General Sunday School Board. In 
case collections are taken by him, they shall be 
transmitted to the Treasurer of the Conference 
Board. 

SECTION III. 

THlr SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

Tf259. A Sunday school shall be organized in 
every congregation where ten persons can be 
collected for that purpose, and mission Sunday 
schools shall be organized wherever practicable. 

If 360. Let all Sunday schools connected with 
our congregations be under the control of our own 
Church and use our own literature. 

^ 361. Each Sunday school may have an Advis- 
ory Committee composed of the preacher in charge, 
the superintendent and other officers of the school, 
and three members to be elected by the Quarterly 
Conference.

The three members 
elected by the Quarterly Conference shall report 
quarterly to the Conference on the general condi- 
tion of the Sunday school, and especially in regard 
to its financial needs. 

. ^3618. The Quarterly Conference of each cir- 
cuit and station shall be a Board of Managers, 
having charge of all Sunday schools within its 
bounds. It shall elect at its fourth session each 
year, on nomination of the preacher in charge, a 
superintendent of each Sunday school under its 
care, and, on nomination of the superintendent, 
all necessary assistant superintendents: provided, 
that when a vacancy occurs in the superintendency 
of any school during the interim of the Quarterly 
Conference, the preacher in charge shall appoint 
a superintendent to serve until its next session: 
and provided, that the preacher in charge shall 
appoint a superintendent for any new school that 
may be organized between the meetings of the 
Quarterly Conference. It shall be the duty of the

1\ shall he tlie duty of i1h> superimeiuU 
ent to see that the Sunday school is or<:ranizcd av^ 
cording to the Standard of Effioienoy established 
by the General Sunday School Board : to vN>nduot 
the sessions of the school: to see that Workers^ 
Coimcils are regularly held; to preside over the 
meetings of the Workers' Council, and to make 
quarterly reports to the Council as to the financial 
condition of the school; and, after consultation 
with the pastor, to appoint aimually suitable per- 
sons as oflScers and teachers. He shall report to 
each Quarterly Conference the following items:

% S65. Every Sunday school shall observe with 
appropriate services the last Sunday in April, or 
as near thereto as practicable, as Children's Day, 
and on that day an offerii^g shall be taken which 
shall be at once turned over to the pastor, to be 
transmitted to the Treasurer of the Conference 
Sunday School Board. The fund thus raised in 
each Annual Conference shall be divided equally 
between the General Sunday School Board and the 
Conference Sunday School* Board, except that, in 
case the Conference shall employ a Field Secretary, 
it may retain seventy-five per cent, during the pe- 
riod of his service. The funds thus accruing to 
the respective Boards may be used at their discre- 
tion in promoting the Sunday school work of the 
Church. 

SECTION IV. 

THE PREACHES IN CHABOE. 

It shall be the duty of the preacher in 
charge, with the aid of the Quarterly Conferem^e, 
to organize a Sunday school in every congregation 
where as many as ten persons can be brought to- 
gether for that purpose, and to organize mission 
schools in the bounds of Ma e\v«LT^<^ ^V^t^^^^''^S^ 
practicable.

It shall be^the duty of the preacher in 
charge to attend the schools as often as practicable, 
to be present whenever it is possible at the Work- 
ers^ Council, to advise with the superintendent and 
teachers in regard to the work of the school, and 
to preach on the subject of Sunday schools and the 
religious training of children. 

^ 269. It shall be the duty of the preacher in 
charge to preach to children, to catechise them in 
the Sunday school and in public meetings appoint- 
ed for that purpose, and to form classes wherever 
he can for the instruction of the larger children and 
youth in the Bible and in the doctrines and history 
of our Church; and where he cannot superintend 
them personally, to appoint suitable leaders for that 
purpose. In his pastoral visitation he shall pay 
special attention to the children, speaking to them 
personally on experimental and practical godliness, 
according to their capacity. 

^ 370. It shall be the duty of the preacher in 
charge to see that a Missionary Committee is ap- 
pointed in each Sunday school, tWt oiie ^xm^i^^ m

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that an offering for missions is taken on that day, 
and to forward all missionary offerings made in 
the Sunday school to the Conference Treasurer in 
accordance with the provisions of % 264. It shall 
also be his duty to see that the last Sunday in 
April, or as near thereto as practicable, is observed 
in each Sunday school as Children's Day, and that 
an offering is taken, and to forward the same at 
once to the Treasurer of the Conference Sunday 
School Board. 

If l271. It shall bQ the diuty of the preacher in 
charge to make a written report to each Quarterly 
Conference on the number and state of Sunday 
schools, including information in regard to Work- 
ers' Councils, Teacher Training Classes, Wesley 
Bible Classes, Home Departments, Cradle Rolls, 
and missionary instruction and offerings; and to 
report to the Fourth Quarterly Conference and an- 
nually to the Conference Sunday School Board the 
following items : 

(1) Number of Sunday schools. 

(2) Number of officers and teachers. 

(3) Enrollment in all departments, including 
Cradle Roll and Home Department. ^ 

(4) Members in Home Department. 

(5) Children on Cradle Roll. 

(6) Number of training classes for officers and 
teachers, or individual studenta of our training; 
conrBea, 
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(7) Number of Wesley Bible Classes. 

(8) Number of Sunday school pupils received 
into the Church during the year. 

(9) Amount raised for missions. 

(10) Amount raised on Children's Day and sent 
to the Treasurer of the Sunday School Board. 

(11) Amount raised for Sunday school supplies. 

(12) Amount raised for other objects. 



SECTION V. 

THE PRESIDING ELDEB. 

1[272. It shall be the duty of the Presiding 
Elder to promote the Sunday school cause by aiding 
in the establishment of new schools, visiting the 
schools of his District as often as practicable, 
preaching on the religious training of children, 
and encouraging the holding of Sunday school 
conferences and institutes. 

^[273. It shall be the duty of the Presiding 
Elder to urge in his institutes, in his visitation to 
Simday schools, and especially, under the mission- 
ary question in the Quarterly Conference, that 
every Sunda^ school on his District be organized 
for missions by appointing a Missionary Commit- 
tee and observing Missionary Day, and to see that 
Children's Day is observed in each congregation in

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Elder to see that the Quarterly Conference of eaoli 
charge discharges its duties as a Board of Mana- 
gers of the Sunday Schools, to inquire at eaoh 
Quarterly Conference whether tlie schools are or- 
ganized according to the requirements of the Dis- 
cipline and are supplied with our own books and 
periodical literature; whether the rule respecting 
the instruction of children has been faitlifully ob- 
served, and to furnish to the Chairman of the 
Sunday School Board at each Annual Conference 
a complete list of the Sunday school superintend- 
ents of his District, with their post office addresses 
and the names of the charges and schools with 
which they are connected. 
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CHAPTEB VIII. 

THE EPWOETH LEAGUE. 

' Question. What directions shall be given con- 
cerning the Epworth League ? 

f 275. Ans. Let Epworth Leagues be organized 
in all our congregations for the cultivation of 
Christian fellowship among young people, the ex- 
pression of their Christian experience in prayer, 
testimony, exhortation, and personal evangelism; 
their training in Church life and teaching; their 
employment in works of charity and social service ; 
the inculcation of missionary ideals and knowl- 
edge, and their training in the principles of Chris- 
tian stewardship ; their direction to lives of service 
at home and abroad; and the supplying of their 
normal requirements of recreation and social life 
under the safeguards of religion and by the aid of 
reading and study courses. 

The purposes herein expressed shall be carried 
out by means of a Board and executive officers or- 
ganized under the following Constitution : 

Constitution op the Epworth League Boakd. 

T[276. Art. I. The name of this organization 
sha]} he the Epworth League of the Methodist 
Episcopal Chumch, South. 
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T[277. Abt. II. The management of the Ep- 
worth League shall be vested in a Board of twelve 
members constituted as follows: There shall be 
three clerical and three lay members elected by 
the General Conference on nomination of the 
Committee on Epworth Leagues ; the President of 
the Board (appointed by the College of Bishops), 
the General Secretary, the Assistant Secretary, the 
Junior League Secretary, and the Educational 
, Secretaries of the Board of Missions. 

Tf 278. Art. III. The Board shall have author- 
ity to regulate its own proceedings, raise money 
under the provisions of this Constitution, appro- 
priate money to defray its expenses and the ex- 
penses of its oflBcers in the discharge of their du- 
ties, to provide the oflBcers with clerical help and 
to pass by-laws for its own government. It shall 
have supervision, according to the intent of this 
Constitution, of the young people's societies here- 
in described, and shall be charged with the forma- 
tion and development of the same throughout the 
Church. 

1[ 279. Art. IV. The oflBcers of the Board shall 
be, (1) a President, who shall be one of the Bish- 
ops designated by the College of Bishops; (2) a 
Vice President, to be elected by the Board for four 
years; (3) a General Secretary, who shall be elect- 
ed bj baJJot by the General CoivfeYeive^*, (4^ wx. 
ABBistant Secretary, (5) a JumoT IjeSi^'^ ^^^'^'^- 
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tary, who shall be elected for a period of four years 
by the Board; and (6) a Treasurer, who may be 
an oflSce assistant, not a member of the Board, to 
be elected by the Board. 

T[ 280. The President shall preside at all meet- 
ings, represent the Board before the Church at 
large and become its medium of communication 
with the College of Bishops. 

^ 281. The Vice President shall preside in the 
absence of the President. 

^282« The General Secretary shall be the ex- 
ecutive officer of the Board, shall conduct its cor- 
respondence, attend to its business, put into effect 
its acts, and promulgate its policies. He shall 
travel at large throughout the Church in the in- 
terest of the young people^s societies, report an- 
nually to the Annual Conferences and the Epworth 
League Board, and quadrennially to the General 
Conference the work and progress of the societies, 
the financial status of the office, and. such other 
matters as may be relevant. He shall suggest an- 
nually to the Board such matters relating to the 
societies as may call for action on the part of the 
Board. He shall edit the Epworth Era and other 
literature of the department and recommend suit- 
able reading and study courses for the several ' 
classes of young people^s societies. 

f 283, The Assistant Secretary shall work in 
cooperation with the General Secxetarj «ctv^ -vrD.$).et 
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his direction. It shall be his dutv to conduct lite 
correspondence of tlie Board ivlating to the work 
of the League, to promote the organixation of 
Epworth Leagues and otiier young people^s soid* 
eties throughout tlie connei^tion, and, in such \^*ays 
as the Board may approve, endeavor to aid in tlie 
enlistment and training of young people in all 
forms of Christian service. 

^ 884. The Junior League Secretary shall have 
particular direction of the junior soi*ieties ami in- 
termediate organizations for girls, under the direc- 
tion of the General Secretarv, shall conduct corre- 
spondence, prepare courses of study and reading, 
make personal visitations as time may admit, and 
otherwise forward and supervise this department 
of the work; shall assist the Editor of the Epworth 
Era, report to the General Secretary, and shall 
recommend action by the Board relevant to the 
work. 

Tf385. The Treasurer shall keep the funds of 
the Board on deposit and shall check on the same 
by authority of the Board, all drafts being coun- 
tersigned by the General Secretary. 

If 386. Art. V. The officers of the Board shall 
constitute an Executive Committee, and shall have 
authority to act in matters that require attention 
during intervals hotweon meotiTi<]^s of th(! Bonrd.

The salary of the General 
Secretary and Editor and of the Assistant Secretarj* 
shall be fixed by the Book Committee and paid by 
the Publishing Agents.

^294. Abt. X. In connection with the Pub- 
lishing Agents the Board shall arrange for the 
publication of a general organ of the young peo- 
ple's societies to be called the Epworth Era. Other 
literature as needed, and approved by the Publish- 
ing Agents, may be published or otherwise secured 
tlirough the Publishing House. The Publishing 
House shall handle all merchandise and literature 
required for the Epworth League work. 

The Board shall determine 
what courses and books shall be adopted for the 
local societies, and no others than those approved 
by them shall be officially recommended.

^398. The Board shall provide constitutions 
for Junior Societies having the same general pur- 
poses as the Epworth Leagues, but aflBliated with 
the Woman^s Missionary Societies. 

^399. The Board shall provide constitutions 
and plans of work for Boys' Societies having spe- 
cial adaptation to the needs of boy-life and with 
the especial purpose of relating the boys to the 
Church. They shall also provide parallel societies 
for girls. The name of the boys' organization 
shall be, 'The Knights of Ezelah''; that of the 
girls', "Girls of Epworth.'' These societies shall 
be especially adapted for the use of groups of 
youths in the Sunday schools, and those for girls 
shall be aflBliated with the Woman's Missionary 
Societies. 

^300« Other young people's societies in the 
Church, which are in general accord with the ob- 
jects and methods of those herein provided for, 
may become organically united with the Epworth 
League by enrolling in the Central OflBce and ap- 
plying for charter and conforming with the re- 
quirements of this Constitution.

f 302. Art. XIIL The Board shall provide 
eonstitntions for the organization of young people's 
societies into larger associations of the following 
classes: 

^ 303. City Unions may be formed in all places 
where there are more than one Epworth League. 
The objects of these Unions shall be to promote the 
connectional spirit of the young people and to em- 
ploy them in larger works of community service 
and evangelism. 

f 304. District Institutes may be formed within 
a Presiding Elder's District especially for the study 
of methods of Christian work and the strengthen- 
ing of the young people's societies and the under- 
taking of missionary enterprises that are Inrger 
than can be carried out by individual chapters.

Where desired, the scveTal Coxv^^t^xv^.^^-^x^-Vv 
In a State may combine in one Yi\>^ox^ \jr>»j^'^ 
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Conference. The objects of these larger organiza- 
tions shall be to hold instructional and inspiration- 
al meetings annually, to press the formation of 
Epworth Leagues within the bounds of the Confer- 
ence, to undertake large missionary operations, and 
in general to direct the policy of the Leagues with- 
in their territory. The President and Secretary 
of the Conference Epworth League Board and the 
Fii'st and Second Vice Presidents of the Woman's 
Missionary Society of the Conference shall be ex 
officio members of the Conference Epworth League 
Cabinet. 

^ 306. For the training of leaders and the more 
intensive study oi methods of Christian work and 
missions, groups of Conferences may organize As- 
semblies for the holding of summer sessions longer 
than the sessions of the Epworth League Confer* 
ences. These Assemblies may be self-governing; 
but they are advised to admit to membership in 
their Cabinets the Presidents and Secretaries of 
the Conference Boards in the territory in which 
they operate and the First and Second Vice Presi- 
dents of the Woman's Missionary Societies of the 
said Conferences. That at Lake Junaluska shall 
be under the direct control of the Central Office, 
and shall be known as "The Southern Epworth 
League Assembly.'^

^311. The Conference Board shall be relateil 
to the Conference Epworth League in the following 
way, namely: (1) They shall make appropriations 
out of the Anniversary Day funds in their hands 
to aid in defraying the expense of carrying on tlie 
organization. (2) They shall constitute an Ad- 
visory Council to aid the Conference Epworth 
League, and in case there should be no Conforeuco 
Epworth League organization, they are to bring 
about such organization and arrange for the hold- 
ing of its first annual meeting. (3) The President 
and Secretary of the Conference Board shall be 
ex officio members of the Cabinet of the Conference 
Epworth League. 

^ 312. Relations to other League organizations. 
The Board shall forward Epworth League work, 
especially by aiding in the formation of local so- 
cieties. District Institutes, and City Unions. For 
this purpose the several members of the Board 
shall be especially appointed to care for the work 
in the several Districts of the Annual Conference, 
and shall report their work at the annual meetings 
of the Board. They shall by pen and voice advo- 
cate the young people's work, and shall assist the 
presiding elders in the District Conferen(;e func- 
tion of inquinng into the numW wiSi ^'Ktv^t^^^'^- 
dltloD of Epworth Leagues.

Queg, 3. What provision is made for the trial of 
a Bishop if he should be accused during the ses* 
sion of the Creneral Conference ? 

f 315. Ans. 1. An accusation preferred during 
the session of the General Conference shall be re- 
ferred for investigation to a committee of twenty- 
five members of the General Conference, to be se- 
lected by the president in the chair, and the com- 
mittee shall report to the General Conference 
whether or not a trial is necessary. If the commit- 
tee of investigation decide that a trial is necessary, 
they shall formulate charges and 8j>ocifi cat ions, 
conforming them to the grade of ofTense involved 
in the accusation, and shall appoint one or more 
of their number to prosecute the case. The bill 
of charges and Bpecifieations shall be a part of the 
report of the committee to the General Conforonco.

Wliat shall be done when a traveling 
preacher is accused of immorality ? 
f319. Ans. 1. If a traveling i^T^^elteY \i^ ^i^vv^^iit 
report of immorality, or accused t^veteoi m N^x\\:m^ 
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signed by a minister or a member of our Churcb, 
if it be in the interval of tlie Annual Conference 
of which he is a member, in the absence of a Bishop 
the Presiding Elder shall call together at least 
three traveling preachers to investigate the report 
or accusation. If practicable, let him bring the 
accused and the accuser face to face before the 
committee. If the accused be an elder, the com- 
mittee shall be composed of elders, and if a deacon, 
the committee shall be either elders or deacons. 

If the committee, after hearing 
the testimony, offered by both the accuser and the 
accused, judge a trial necessary, the accused shall 
be suspended until the next session of the Annual 
Conference of which he is a member, or until he 
shall have been acquitted by a trial committee as 
hereinafter provided for the trial of a traveling 
preacher in the interim of the sessions of the An- 
nual Conference.

APPEALS.

No mem])er of the committee shall sit 
at the hearing of a case in which he was a member 
of the trial committee or attorney for the ftcctisod 
or any person connected with the case nor in which 
he IS personally interested.

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challenged, he shall withdraw, and the remainder 
of the committee shall decide as to whether or not 
such a member is competent to sit in the case. 
Tlie Bishop and four members of the committee 
sliall constitute a quorum. 

^ 363. If a vacancy happens in the committee 
by death, resignation, or otherwise, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the remainder of the committee 
by appointment until the next General Confer- 
ence. 

Tf 36!3-A« Such committee shall sit for the hear- 
ing of cases at the Publishing House in Nashville, 
Tennessee, on the call of the presiding Bishop, un- 
less for good reasons the Bishop shall designate a 
different place. 

^363-B. A session of the Committee of Ap- 
peals shall be held once each year, unless there is 
no business before the committee, or unless such 
business is continued by agreement of the parties. 

T[ 363-C. When a case is called for hearing, the 
appellant shall file a written statement of the er- 
rors complained of by him and of the reasons as- 
signed by him, and upon which he relies, for a 
reversal of the decision.

^378. The stewards shall report to each 
church meeting the whole amount to be raised, 
and that part of it which each congregation is ex- 
pected to pay. The Church Conference may adopt 
its own method of raising the mone}^ Unless oth- 
erwise ordered by the Church Conference, the stew- 
ards shall adopt the plan of assessment with con- 
sent, as provided in the following paragraph. 

^379. Each member of the Church is expected 

to pay according to his or her several ability for

each station or cinMiit shall deienaine whether 
payments are to be made weddv^ monthly^ or quar- 
terly, daring the year. They shall then ascertain 
how much each member is able and willing to pay 
in the installments fixed bv tlie stewards: and 
whatever amount each member agrvos to i>ay, he or 
she shall be imder solemn obligation to pay« and 
can only be released from this obligation by the 
order of the stewards, or by vote of tlie Church 
Conference for srooil cause shown.

\ 380. The salary and traveling expenses of <ho 
Presiding Elders shall be estimated by the District 
Stewards. 

SECTION III. 

OF THE SUPPORT OF BISHOPS. 

The Bishops shall be supported aci*ording to the 
following plan. 

^ 381. The allowance of tlie Bishops for salary 
and traveling expenses, and of ihe widows and 
orphan children of deceased Bishops, shall bo esti- 
mated by the Committee on Episcopacy at tlie 
General Conference; and the amount so estimated 
shall be from year to year distributed among the 
respective Annual Conferences by tho Book Com- 
mittee, as determined by the Board of A.\)^OTivoxv- 
ment 
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T[ 38S* The Annual Conference shall be allowed 
to adopt their own plan for raising said amount, 
which shall be called the Bishops^ Fund. 

T[ 383. This fund shall be collected and paid to 
the treasurer of the Joint Board of Finance in 
each Annual Conference, who shall forward the 
same without delay to the Publishing Agents, who 
shall -be the treasurer of the Bishops* Fund; and 
the Publishing Agents shall pay the amount col- 
lected to the Bishops in monthly installments, in 
proportion to the amount estimated for the sup- 
port of each Bishop ; and they shall take their re- 
ceipts for the same. Any money coming into the 
hands of the Bishops on account of salary shall be 
forwarded immediately by them to the Publishing 
Agents as treasurer of the fund. Bishops on the 
retired list, and the widows and orphans of Bish- 
ops, shall be paid as above provided for. 

^384. At the annual meeting of the Bishops 
the* Publishing Agents shall report in writing the 
amount paid to them by the several Annual Con- 
ferences on the Bishops^ Fund and their disburse- 
ment of the same. 

SECTION IV. 

OP THE SUPPOBT OF THOSE NOT OTHERWISE PROVIDED FOR. 

T[385. All officers appointed by the General 
Conference, and not otherwise piONided foT by law^ 
shall have their salaries fixed \^y \A\e 5 oVcv^ "^^vc^S.

CHAPTER XIII. 

SUPPORr OF MISSIONS. 

. SECTION I. 
OP THE BOABD OF MISSIONS. 

T[ 395. Article I. The missionary operations of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, formerly 
administered under the Board of Missions, the 
Woman^s Foreign Missionary Society, and the 
Woman^s Home Mission Society, shall hereafter be 
administered by a Board of Missions, which shall 
have charge of all foreign missions of the Church 
and of such missions in the home field as are not 
provided for by the Annual Conferences. The 
Board shall carry on its operations under two de- 
partments — ^namely, the Department of Foreign 
Missions, and the Department of Home Missions. 

^396. Art. II. Said Board shall consist of a 
President, Vice President, a General Secretary, 
two Secretaries for the Department of Foreign 
Missions, two Secretaries for the Department of 
Home Missions, two Educational Secretaries (one 
of these Secretaries in each instance shall be a 
woman), and thirty Managers, of whom ten shall 
be preachers^ ten laymen, and ten ^otcv^ti, oxi^ oi 
rv/iom shall be the President oi t\\e^om?^Ti'^^\\'^- 
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sionary Council ; the Bishops, the Treasurer of this 
Board, and an Assistant Treasurer (who shall be 
a woman), the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board of Church Extension, the President and 
General Secretary of tlie Laymen's Missionary 
Movement, and the Sunday School Editor, shall 
be ex officio members. Said Board shall be elected 
quadrennially by the General Conference, as fol- 
lows : the President, Vice President, and Managers 
on nomination of the Committee on Missions ; the 
General Secretary by ballot at the time of the elec- 
tion of other connectional officers; the members 
elected to continue in office until their successors 
are chosen. The Board shall fill all vacancies that 
may occur. The Secretaries for Foreign Missions, 
the Secretaries for Home Missions, the Education- 
al Secretaries, the Treasurer, and the Assistant 
Treasurer, shall be elected quadrennially by the 
incoming Board, tlie women on the nomination of 
the Woman's Missionary Council. The officers and 
members shall continue in office until their suc- 
cessors are elected. 

•f 397. Art. III. The Board shall be located in 
the city of Xashville, Tennessee, but its annual 
meeting may be held in such place and at such 
time as the Board shall determine. 

If 398. Art. IV. The Board shall have authority 
to regulate its own proceedmgft*, io w^^'ks^'^'ns^a 
money to defray current ex^i\a^-, \.o ^'eX,"^^^ 
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missions; to build churches and residences for 
missionaries, and to build and maintain hospitals 
and schools ; to select and publish books and other 
suitable literature for its work at home and abroad ; 
to aid in the establishment and support of train- 
ing schools for Christian workers, for native con- 
verts and preachers, and to cooperate with other 
Churches in the establishment and support of such 
schools "wherever it may be practicable; to make 
provision for the missionary education of the 
Church; to provide for the support of superannu- 
ated missionaries and widows and orphans of mis- 
sionaries who may not be provided for by any An- 
nual Conference; to provide funds and to appro- 
priate the same for the maintenance of all the 
work under its care. It shall annually pay to 
the Board superintending the Epworth Leagues, 
as a cultivation fund for the development of mis- 
sionary liberality in the Epworth Leagues, a sum 
equal to ten per cent, of the amounts contributed 
by the Epworth Leagues for missionary specials. 
It shall also publish annually a statement of its 
transactions, naming the missions supported by it 
and the amount appropriated and paid to each, 
and lay before the General Conference a report of 
its operations, including the location and value of 
property held by the Board. 
f399» Art. V. The GeiieT«i\ ^^eT^\.^T5 ^^ 
preside at a meeting of a\\ ttie ^^eTe\«iT\ci^ Ci\ ^^ 
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Board to be held monthly for the consideration of 
the interests nnder their care. He shall supervise 
the inauguration of new policies, and negotiations 
looking to cooperation with other denominations, 
and shall look after the legal and other general 
business of the Board. He shall have oversight of 
the affiiirs of the Board in all its departments, and 
shall be responsible to the Board for the execution 
of its policies. 

1[400. Art. Y1. The Department of Foreign 
Missions shall administer all missions of tlie 
Church in foreign lands and the funds appropri- 
ated for the same, and shall supervise the work of 
the foreign missionaries on the field, who shall be 
subject to appointment by the Bishop in charge. 
This work shall be directed by the Secretaries for 
the Department of Foreign Missions. 

^401. Art. VII. The Department of Home 
Missions shall administer the home mission enter- 
prises of the Church: provided, that the Annual 
Conference Boards shall have charge of all mis- 
sions they may establish and provide for within 
their bounds. Candidates for mission work under 
this department shall be accepted by the Commit- * 
tee on Candidates on the basis of candidates for 
foreign work, as to fitness and tenure of 8ervi(M5. 
When accepted, such candidatea sUall be wom\iv«i<i4 
for appointment to the Bia\\ov ^icv e\wt^<i ^^ '^^^'^ 
Conforcnee in which they are \o vfovV*. -(iTom^v^* 
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further, that this paragraph shall not be construed 
as forbidding Annual Conference Boards of Mis- 
sions employing other than such candidates. The 
oflBce and work of Deaconess shall be under the 
direction of this department. The work of this 
department shall be directed by the Secretaries for 
the Department of Home Missions. 

^ 402. Art. VIII. The Educational Secretaries 
shall provide suggestive plans and policies for the 
missionary education of the Church with special 
reference to the Sunday school, the Epworth 
League, the schools and colleges of the Church, 
the Laymen's Missionary Movement, the Woman's 
Missionary Societies, and other agencies of the 
Church. 

^403. Art. IX. The Secretaries shall reside in 
Xashville, Tennessee. It shall be their duty to 
keep a permanent record of the proceedings of the 
Board, and to publish an abstract of them in the 
Church papers; to conduct its correspondence; to 
attend to its legal business ; to prepare the annual 
report, and to publish monthly (either in a mis- 
sionary paper or in the Church papers, as the 
Board shall direct) statements of the condition, 
needs, and prospects of the various missions, and 
to discharge such other duties as the Board may 
direct The salaries of tlie SeetetaTiea shall be 
£xed by the Board, and a\\ ttieVr "Xi^e^%'e>aY^ Vxv^^- 
Jng" expenses shall be allowed. 
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^404. Abt. X. The Secretaries of the Board, 
together with three members of the Board, one of 
whom shall be the President of the Woman^s Mis?- 
sionary Council, shall be a Committee on p]sti- 
mates, of which the General Secretary shall be 
chairman. This committee shall consider the work 
and needs of the diflferent fields, mission stations, 
and enterprises, at home and abroad, the number 
of persons to be employed in each, and the amoimt 
of money needed for the same, and for tlie expenses 
of the Board, submitting a full report of the same 
to the Board for its adoption in annual session. 

^ 405. Art, XI. Tlie Board shall meet annually 
to determine what fields shall be occupied as mis- 
sions, the number of persons to be employed in 
each, and to estimate the amount that may be nec- 
essary for the support of the missions under its 
charge, and to apportion the same to the several 
Annual Conferences. 

^ 406. Art. XII. Eleven members shall consti- 
tute a quorum at an annual meeting of the Board, 
and nine at a called meeting. 

1[ 407. Art. XIII. There shall be an Executive 
Committee of the Board, consisting of nine mem- 
bers, three of whom shall be women, which shall 
meet quarterly and hear reports from the fields, 
consider and decide all questions that may arise 
from time to time, excepting such q^uestiona as they 
may deem necessary to refer \^o \)cv^ 1^«^^t%l. ^T«s^

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committee shall keep a record of all its proceed- 
ings, to be reviewed by the Board. 

^408. Art. XI Y. The Board shall employ only 
eifective missionaries for its work, and shall re- 
quire each one to make a quarterly report to the 
Secretaries concerning the state and prospects of 
the work in charge. 

1[409. Art. XV. The revenue of the Board 
shall be derived from apportioiiments to be distrib- 
uted to the several Annual Conferences for col- 
lection in every congregation; from the Woman^s 
Missionary Societies, provided that the funds 
raised by the Woman's Missionary Societies shall 
be appropriated to tlie work established by them, or 
hereafter to be inaugurated under these provisions ; 
from the Sunday school and Epworth League ; and 
from such other plans as may be adopted by the 
Board or congregations; from special collections 
by the Secretaries and tlie Bishops, and from dona- 
tions, annuities, and legacies. 

T[ 410. Art. XYI. The Treasurer shall hold the 
funds in safe deposit in the name of the Board of 
Missions, subject to the drafts of one of the Secre- 
taries designated by the Board, payable when coun- 
tersigned by the Treasurer. He shall also furnish 
an annual report, to be published with that of the 
Secretaries, and perform such other duties as the 
Board shall direct. The salary of the Treasurer 
and of the Assistant TreaawxeT ^\v^\\\>^ ^^^^V^ ^^ 
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Board, and each eliallgive bond to the Board in 
such sum and upon such conditions as the Board 
may fix. The accounts of the Board shall be ex- 
amined at least annually by an exi)ert accountant, 
and a report of the same made to the Board. 

\ 411. Art. XVII. The Board of Missions shall 
appoint a Committee on Evangelism, which, under 
the direction of the Department of Home Missions, 
shall promote revival work throughout the Cliurch. 
In accordance with the policies of the Board, this 
Committee, in cooperation with the Annual Con- 
ference Board of Missions and in liarmony with 
the presiding elders and preachers in charge, shall 
be authorized to indorse, recommend, and employ 
evangelists, and direct their efforts, and upon the 
recommendation of the Committee the Bishop in 
charge may appoint members of an Annual Con- 
ference general evangelists.

Upon the recom- 
mendation of the Committee and the request of the 
Board, tlie Bishop in charge may appoint members 
of a Conference to the oflBce of Conference evan- 
gelist. The Conference evangelist may not accept 
invitations to assist in revivals outside his Confer- 
once territory, unless the privilege is granted by 
the Annual Conference Board. Conference evan- 
gelists shall be required to labor some defined part 
of each year in the pastoral charges of their Con- 
ferences. Members of an Annual Conference may 
not be given appointments which are nominal in 
order that they may do the work of evangelists 
independent of the Conference Board. General 
evangelists and Conference evangelists shall make 
reports of their work, the results of their labor, 
and their financial receipts to their respective 
Committees as often as may be required. Pastors 
who require the assistance of evangelists in their 
revival work shall, as far as possible, use the evan- 
gelists who are indorsed by the General or Confer- 
ence Committees on Evangelism. 

^413. Art. XVIIT. Each Annual Conference 
sAalJ organize a Board of Missions, auxiliary to the 
General Board, to which it shaW tc^otX. «jk«v3l^^ . 
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It shall consist of one layman from each District, 
and an equal number of clerical members, provid- 
ed each Annual Conference shall be entitled to at 
least eight members, who shall be elected quad- 
rennially by the Annual Conference at the first 
session after the General Conference, together with 
the Conference Lay Leader, who shall be a member, 
ex officio, of the Annual Conference Board of Mis- 
sions.

Each Annual Conference 
Board of Missions shall nominate for appointment 
by the President of the Conference a Secretary, 
who shall be, ex officio, a member of the Conference 
Board, to travel in. the interest of its own missions 
and the work of the Board of Missions. The Sec- 
retary, thus appointed, shall perform these services 
in addition to his regular pastoral work, unless his 
support is provided for by the Conference Board. 
Annual Conference Boards of Missions shall in- 
struct their .Conference Missionary Secretaries to 
add the circulation of evangelistic as well as mis- 
sionary literature to their other duties and to co- 
operate with the Secretaries of the Board of Mis- 
sions in their work. .

^426. Ans,\, In f orei^ fieVd^. «it\^ ^^ ^^^^'^^^'^

or language it may seem desirable, work that is 
imder the care of the Board of Missions and is not 
sufficiently advanced to be erected into an Annual 
Confer^ice may be organized as a Mission. 

^427. Afis. 2. The Mission shall meet an- 
nually, and shall be composed of all regularly ap- 
pointed missionaries and native preachers, with 
lay members, the number of whom and the nipde 
of their appointment each mission shall determine 
for itself. 

f 428. Atis. 3. A Bishop, or, in his absence, 
one of the superintendents chosen by ballot by 
file Mission, shall preside in the annual meeting. 
This meeting shall exercise in a general way the 
functions of a District Conference. It shall have 
power to license suitable persons to preach and to 
pass upon the character of preachers not members 
of an Annual Conference, and to recommend them, 
when properly prepared^ for ordination as deacons 
and elders. The Bishop or President shall at the 
annual meeting assign the missionaries and native 
workers to the several charges for the ensuing 
yesr: provided, that no missionary shall be trans- 
ferred to or from a Mission without previous con- 
sultation with the Board of Missions. 

f 429. Ans. 4. The work of a Mission shall be 
divided^ when necessary, into districts^ over each 
of which a missionary e\ia\\ \ie ^^^^ ^^ ^^x^^kw^-- 
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tendent. It shall be the duty of the superintend- 
ent, in the absence of a Bishop, to take general 
supervision of the work in his district with all its 
interests, and to report the state of that work and 
its needs to the Bishop in charge and to the Board 
of Missions. 

^ 430. Ans, 5. For the consideration of finan- 
cial and other matters relative to the policies of 
the Board of Missions, the missionaries of anv 
Mission may, when they deem it necessary, hold 
separate meetingjs and report their proceedings to 
the Board of Missions. 

^ 431. Ans, 6. At the annual meeting next pre- 
ceding the General Conference the Mission shall 
elect one clerical delegate to the General Confer- 
ence, said delegate to be a member of an Annual 
Conference: provided, that while he be not en- 
titled to a vote, he shall be accorded the privileges 
of the floor. 



SECTION ITI. 

OP THE CHURCH EXTENSION BOARD. 

f 433. The work of church extension shall here- 
after be conducted under the following provisions 
jnid regulations. 

f 433. Article I. There shall be a Board of 

Church Extension, consisting of a President, Vice 

President, Corresponding Secxe^^Ty^ ^t\^ 'Y^^^'^- 
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urer, and twenty Managers, to be elected quadren- 
nially by the General Conference, and continue in 
office until their successors are elected and accept. 
The Bishops and Secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions shall be, ex officio, members of the Board. 
The Board shall fill all vacancies that may occur 
during the intervals of the General Conference. 

^ 434. Art. II. Said Board shall be conducted 
as a body corporate under the name of "The 
Board of Church Extension of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South," and under and subject 
to the provisions of a special charter granted bv 
the Legislature of Kentucky to George F. Pierce, 
H. H. Kavanaugh, and others, approved February 
20, 1884, and amended March 10, 1886, and such 
amendments thereof as may from time to time be 
adopted under the sanction of the General Confer- 
ence; subject, however, to such rules and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the General Confer- 
ence, not contrary to said charter, nor in excess of 
the powers that may be thereunder lawfully exer- 
cised. 

^ 435. Art. III. The Corresponding Secretary 
shall conduct the correspondence of the Board, 
under its direction, and shall be subject to the 
authority and control of the Board, by whom his 
salary shall be fixed and paid. He may be a mem- 
ber of any Annual Conference, but shall reside 
where the Board is located. 
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If 436. Abt. IV. The Board shall be located in 
the city of Louifeville, Kentucky, and shall meet 
at least annually, and at such other times as the 
Board, or the President and Corresponding Secre- 
tary, may appoint. Fifteen shall constitute a 
quorum. The fiscal year of the Board shall close 
on March 31st. 

^ 437. Art. V. The revenues of the Board 
shall be derived from annual collections in every 
congregation; from special collections by the Cor- 
responding Secretary, by the Woman's Home Mis- 
sion Society, and by the Bishops ; and from gifts, 
devises, and bequests. 

f 438. Art. VI. It shall be lawful for said 
Board to accept contributions to its funds from 
any person or persons capable of making the same, 
subject to annuities, payable to the order of the 
person or persons making such donations; but all 
'amounts so received shall be loaned by said Board 
on adequate security or securities, and the aggre- 
gate amount of annuities that tlie Board shall as- 
sume to pay shall never be allowed to exceed one- 
half of the annual interest receivable on the loans 
made by said Board. 

1[439. Art. VII. The Board shall have au- 
thority to regulate its own proceedings; to deter- 
mine what amount the Church shall be asked to 
raise by collections for the use of the Board during 
f/w ensuing year ; to approprnt^ Tcva\\«^ \,c> ^^'st \xv- 
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cidental expenses ; to determine what amount may 
be donated or loaned to each applicant; and to do 
such other business as may be legitimate and 
proper for them to do : provided, however, that no 
money shall be appropriated in the general work 
for other purposes than the purchase or securing 
of church lots and the erection or securing of 
church buildings and parsonages: and provided, 
further, that the Board shall not involve itself in 
debt, except as provided for in Article VI. 

^ 440. Art. VIII. The Board shall have au- 
thority to raise and administer a Loan Fund, which 
shall be held separate from funds raised for gen- 
eral distribution, and which shall be used onlv in 
loans oh adequate security, to be determined by the 
Board ; to receive and hold in trust for the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, any real or per- 
sonal property, and to sell and convey the same 
for the uses and objects herein declared. 

^ 441. Art. IX. All applications for aid shall 
set forth, 

1. A description of the building for which aid 
is asked. 

2. The estimated and probable cost when com- 
pleted. 

3. The amount of cash and reliable subscrip- 
tions now on hand. 

4. The nature oi \\\e V\\\^, W'?^ mi\^\^\\:^.^ "k^^ 
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whether held in trust for the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 

5. The names of the Board of Trustees. 

6. The number of Church members, Sunday 
school children, and population of the place, if 
within a town or city. 

7 All applications for aid, to both General and 
Conference Boards, must have the approval of the 
Quarterly Conference of the charge from which 
they come. 

8. Any additional facts that may be required by 
the Board, or that may be deemed necessary or use- 
ful to the Board in making a decision. 

^443. AiiT. X. Each Annual Conference shall 
organize a Conference Board of Church Exi;^nsion, 
composed of one layman from each District and 
an equal number of clerical members, which shall 
be auxiliary to the General Board, and shall have 
charge of all the interests and work of church 
extension within the Conference, who shall be 
elected quadrennially by the Annual Conference. 
Such Board shall elect its own officers. Its Secre- 
tary and Treasurer shall each make a report to the 
General Board at such times and subject to such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
General Board. The preachers shall see that a 
collection is taken up in each church annually for 
cJiurch extension \ and oi t\\e IwrvA^ W\^va» o.^- 
lected^ or in any other -way coiaiiig \tv\o W^^Xx^tA's^ 
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of the Annual Conference Boards, fifty per cent, 
shall be turned over to the General Board to be 
expended under its direction, but donors may give 
special direction to their contributions. The An- 
nual Conference Boards, with the consent of the 
Annual Conferences, shall also have authority to 
increase the assessment upon the Annual Confer- 
ence made by the General Board, and retain for 
use within its own bounds the amount raised above 
fifty per cent, of the assessment fixed by the Gen- 
eral Board. The Conference Board shall also have 
authority to loan any part of its funds, where the 
end desired can be accomplished as well by a loan 
as by a donation, and the amount loaned shall be- 
come a part of the Conference Board Loan Fund 
to be administered by the General Office on the 
same terms and conditions as the Loan Funds' of 
the General Board are administered: provided, 
that the Conference Boards shall have the right of 
appropriation. 

1 443. Art. XT. A City Board of Church Ex- 
tension may be organized in a city having three or 
more pastoral charges of the Methodist Episcopal

Any Annual Conference 
Board, City Board of Church Extension, or Dis- 
trict Board of Church Extension may, with the 
consent of the Annual Conference and the Bishop 
in charge, employ a Secretary to give his time all 
or in part to the interests of the Board in the ter- 
ritory represented by it. 

These auxiliary organizations shall, whenever 
practicable, establish Loan Funds, which shall be 
administered through the oflSce of the General 
Board in the interest of church building within 
the Annual Conference, City, or Presiding Elder's 
District represented.

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Tf 446. Art. XIV. It sliall be the duty of the 
Presiding Elders to bring the subject of church 
extension prominently before the District and 
Quarterly Conferences, and to see to it that the 
most efficient plans are adopted for raising the 
amounts apportioned to each charge; and the 
Bishops shall call for a report of the Annual Con- 
ference Board in the regular order of Conference 
proceedings, and direct attention to the subject. 
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CHAPTEB XIV. 

OF COLPOETAGE. 

Question. WLat direction shall be given for 
more widely disseminating the word of God and 
of placing our literature in the hands and homes 
of our people? 

^ 447. Ans. Let the Agents of our Publishing 
House employ agents, or colporters, in all sections 
of our territory. In case they choose to employ a 
traveling preacher, they shall nominate him sub- 
ject to appointment by the Bishop on recommenda- 
tion by the Annual Conference : provided, however, 
that during the interim between two sessions of 
an Annual Conference the Bishop may make such 
appointment on recommendation of the Book 
Committee. 

^ 448. The Annual Conference Boards of Mis- 
sions shall instruct their Conference Missionary 
Secretaries to add the circulation of evangelistic 
as well as missionary literature to their other duties 
and to. cooperate with the Secretaries of the Gen- 
eral Board in this work. The Book Committee 
shall arrange through the Agents of the Publish- 
ing- House to supply at cost 8Mc\v \\let«A?OLt^ ^'& tca^ 
/^^ prepared or selected for evarvgeVi^We ^\rc^^^. 
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^449l There sh*ll be a Cemwd Committee of 
seTcn, which shall be strled ""A Bojiid of Man«jeex^ 
of Tract and ETangelistie Literature," This 
Board shall consist of the Secretary of the Boant 
of Missions, one of the Publishing Agent$^ the 
Secretary of the Epworth League Board, two 
trayeling preachers and two laymen, who shall bo 
selected by the Publishing Agents and tlie two 
Secretaries herein named. 

f 450* There shall be a fund created of not 
less than ten thousand dollars, which shall bo 
styled the Tract Fund. Fifty per cent, of thii? 
fund shall be applied to the development of a lit- 
erature suitable for distribution upon the selec- 
tion and approval of the Board of Managers ; the 
remaining five thousand dollars to be held as a per- 
manent fund, which- shall be added to by donations 
and bequests from time to time, the interest on 
which shall be available for further publication, 
circulation, and gratuitous distribution of litera- 
ture as the Board of Managers may direct. 

^451. The donation of one hundred dollars 
shall constitute a life share in this Traet Fund, 
which shall entitle the donor to an annual grant 
of literature to the amount of five dollars for 
gratuitous distribution. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

BOABD OF APPORTIONMENT. 

^ 453. The Secretary of the College of Bishops, 
or, in his absence, a Bisliop, the Secretary of the 
Board of Missions, the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Board of Church Extension, the Secretary 
of Education, and the Book Editor, shall together 
constitute the Board of Apportionment. The 
Bishop shall be the Chairman and the Book Editor 
shall be the Secretary of the Board. It shall be 
the duty of the Board to meet at Nashville in the 
month of June following each session of the Gen- 
eral Conference, and proceed to fix a ratio for the 
apportionment among the several Annual Confer- 
ences of the general connectional assessments. 
Such ratios shall be expressed in decimals of four 
figures, and shall be determined in the following 
manner, to wit: An apportionment shall be made 
according to the number of members in the several 
Annual Conferences, and another according to the 
amounts contributed therein during the preceding 
quadrennium for the support of Presiding Elders 
and preachers in charge, not counting missionary 
collections or appropriations. T\\e a^eT'A^e of the 
/ira fractions thus obtained lot aivy km\\3i?)\ Q,^tl- 
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ference shall constitute the fractional part of eacli 
of the several assessments upon the Church at 
large to be apportioned to such Conference. The 
Board shall take into consideration any changes 
that may have taken place in Conference bound- 
aries, and adjust the ratios according to statistical 
returns from the territory affected by such changes. 
The ratios so determined shall continue in force 
until the next quadrennial meeting of the Board : 
provided, that for sufficient reasons, of which they 
shall be the judges, the Board of Missions, the 
Board of Church Extension, and the Board of 
Education shall each have the power to reduce the 
amount apportioned for its benefit to any Annual 
Conference; but the amount thus taken off any 
such Annual Conference shall not be added to the 
apportionment of any other Conference or Confer- 
ences. 
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CHAPTEE XVI. 

EDUCATION. 

If 453* Abticle I. The educational operations 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, shall 
hereafter be conducted under the following pro- 
visions and regulations. 

1[454. Art. II. There shall be a Board of 
Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, to be known as "The General Conference 
iBoard of Education," and to consist of twenty- 
one members elected quadrennially by the Gen- 
eral Conference on nomination of the Committee 
on Education. As many as ten laymen may be 
members ; three Bishops and the Secretary of Edu- 
cation must be members of the Board. Any va- 
cancies occurring during the interval between Con- 
ferences shall be filled by the Board, the member 
(or members) so elected to serve until their suc- 
cessors are elected by the next General Conference. 
Should any member cease to be a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, his member- 
ship in said Board shall terminate at the same 
time. 
f455. Art. III. The work oi Wv^ ^cJa.x3L ^1 
Education shall be condxicted ^m4et svxd^ t\\^^^ 
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and rjegulations as may be prescribed by the Gen- 
eral Conference from time to time. Under the 
provisions of the charter granted by the State of 
Tennessee to James H. Carlisle, W. A. Candler, 
and others, and approved on the 17th day of July, 
1895, or such other charter as may be hereafter 
granted, the Board shall have power to contract 
and be contracted with, to sue and be sued, to re- 
ceive and to apply, donations, demises, and be- 
quests; to own, buy, and sell real estate; and to 
do all other tilings provided for in said charter, or 
subject to and under the provisions of the charter 
under which said Board operates. 

f 456* Art. IV. The Board shall meet as soon 
after its election as practicable, upon the call of 
the Secretary of Education, and shall organize by 
electing from its own members a President, a Vice 
President, a Eecording Secretary, and a Treas- 
urer : provided that, at the discretion of the Board, 
the Treasurer need not be a member. 

1(457. Art. V. The Board shall be located in 

the city of , State of , and shall meet at 

least annually, at such times and places as it may 
appoint, and in special session when called by the 
President, either upon his own motion or when he 
shall have been requested in writing by five mem- 
bers so to convene it: provided^ h&wever, that no 
business shall be acted upoTi a\. wv^ ^^csaS. ^^^^^-^ 
which was not named in t\ie e«S\., "^Vji^ "^^ ^'^"^- 
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stitute a quorum at any annual meeting, and seven 
at any other meeting. 

Tf 458. Art. VI. The Secretary of Education 
shall be elected for a term of four years by the 
General Conference by ballot at the time of the 
election of the other connectional officers, and shall 
be the Corresponding Secretary of the Board. His 
salary shall be fixed by the General Conference 
and paid by Ihe Board of Education. Should a 
vacancy occur by death, or otherwise, the Board 
may elect a Secretary of Education until the next 
meeting of the General Conference. 

T[459. Art. VII. The Corresponding Secreta- 
ry shall conduct the correspondence of the Board, 
visit assemblies and institutions in the interest 
of the work, and be the agent and executive officer 
of the Board, under its direction, to carry out all 
the purposes herein set forth. 

If 460. Art. VIII. It shall be the duty of each 
Annual Conference to organize within its bounds 
an Annual Conference Board of Education, which 
shall have special charge of all educational work 
within the Conference. The Annual Conference 
Boards of Education shall be auxiliary to the 
Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South; they shall conduct their work in 
harmony with the educational policy of the Church 
as set forth in this chapter and m otlv^T actions 
of the General Conference-, tVve^ ^aXV ec>Qr^^^^^<i 
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with the Board of Education in promoting both 
general and local educational interests. Each An- 
nual Conference Board of Education shall arrange 
for an educational anniversary during the An- 
naul Conference session, and shall cooperate with 
the Board of Education in providing a suitable 
programme for such meeting. It shall further- 
more cooperate with the Board of Education in 
securing educational statistics and information 
from the schools under its care, in classifying the 
institutions of learning under its care, in dis- 
tributing educational information and literature 
among the preachers and people; and shall hold 
at least one meeting annually for the considera- 
tion and promotion within the bounds of the An- 
nual Conference of the general and local interests 
of education, at which meeting the Secretary of 
Education, or other representative of the Board 
of Education, shall be present, if practicable. 

^ 461. Art. IX. Each Annual Conference shall 
make an assessment for educational purposes, to 
be distributed among its charges in the same way 
as other Conference assessments and applied by the 
contributing Conference to such educational work 
as it may desire to foster. Provided, (1) that 
donors may give special direction to their con- 
tributions; (2) that no new institutions may bo 
established, nor one already existing be taken un- 
der the care of the Ch\iTc\\, vj\i\vQw\. Svt'^X. ^i^^x^^a:, 
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adopted by the Annual Conference on the recom- 
mendation of the Conference Board of Education, 
after counsel with the Secretary of Education; 
(3) that no university or college or theological 
school be established, nor existing one adopted, 
without the concurrent recommendation of the 
General Conference Board of Education : provided, 
that this does not apply to any institution that 
may be established or used by the Educational 
Conunission ordered by the General Conference; 
and (4) no institution shall receive financial sup- 
port or recognition of the Church whose trustees 
or directors are not selected in accordance with 
the requirements of the Discipline as far as the 
laws of the several States will permit. The assess- 
ment made by the General Conference for educa- 
tion shall be combined with the Conference. edu- 
cational assessment, and the amount collected 
shall be divided pro rata. 

^463* Art. X. Each Annual Conference 
Board of Education shall nominate for appoint- 
ment by the President of the Conference a Secre- 
tary of Education, who shall be, ex officio, a mem- 
ber of the Conference Board. It shall be the duty 
of the Conference Secretary to cooperate with the 
Secretary of Education in circulating educational 
literature and in promoting within the bounds of 
ihe Conference, in every way practicable, both local 
and general educational interests. T\\e ?)^eT^\.vt^ 
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shall perform these services in addition to his 
regular work, unless his support is provided by the 
Conference Board of Education or otherwise. 

f 463, Art. XI. The revenues of the Board 
shall be derived from annual collections in every 
congregation ; from special collections by the Sec- 
retary of Education, the Director of Ministerial 
Supply and Training, the Bishops, and others; 
and from gifts, devises, and bequests. 

f 464. Art. XII. The Board shall have au- 
thority to regulate its own proceedings; to lay 
such an assessment annually as may be ordered 
quadrennially by the General Conference, the 
proceeds of which are to be used at the discretion 
of the Board in carrying on its operations, unless 
otherwise directed, including educational work 
among colored people; to divide the same among 
the several Annual Conferences on the basis fixed 
by the Board of Apportionment (this assessment, 
together with that made by the Annual Confer- 
ences, shall be known as the Assessment for Educa- 
tion) ; and to fix and pay the salaries of the Direc- 
tor of the Department of Ministerial Supply and 
Training, and of the Assistant Secretary ; to deter- 
mine annually what schools and educational enter- 
prises, and also what persons, shall receive aid, and 
the amount, terms, and conditions thereof, provided 
this does not apply to inatitutioii^ \W^ \sv^^ \^ ^%- 
tablished or used by the TiiwcaWowaN. ^OTKCKv^i^ss^ 
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ordered by the General Conference; to appropriate 
money for the necessary expenses of maintaining 
the office: provided, however,; that no appropria- 
tion snail be made for buildings except from funds 
contributed for that particular purpose: and pro- 
vided, further, that all persons who shall desire 
to become beneficiaries of the funds of the Board 
must be recommended by the Board of Education 
of an Annual Conference, and if preparing for 
the mission field also by the Board of Missions, 
and that preference shall be given as follows: 

(1) To students for the foreign or home ministry ; 

(2) to other promising and needy students, espe- 
cially the children of our itinerant preachers; 

(3) The Board of Education, in cooperation with 
the other General Conference Boards, shall have 
control of our work on behalf of the Colored Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in America. 

\ 465. Art. XIII. The Board shall have au- 
thority to increase both its endowment and loan 
funds. These shall be held separate from funds 
raised for general distribution. The interest only 
of the endowment and loan funds shall be used 
(unless in the case of loan funds the donor shall 
otherwise direct). All ministerial loan funds 
shall be used for the better educational equipment 
of students for the ministry, on such terms and 
under such conditions as the "BoaTi tcv^^ i\^\s^. 
time to time prescribe. The BoaTai ^3XV\v«c^^ ^x^- 
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thority to receive and to hold in trust for the 
^[ethodist Episcopal Church, South, any real or 
personal property, and to sell and convey the same 
for the uses and objects herein declared. 

Tf 466. Art. XIV. The Board shall gather sta- 
tistics and other educational information and shall 
prepare, publish, and distribute pamphlets and 
leaflets suitable to advance the cause of Christian 
education in our homes and schools and among 
our people. The Board shall, through its mem- 
bers, agents. Annual Conferences, Boards of Edu- 
cation, and other agencies, seek to increase endow- 
ment and otherwise to strengthen our institutions 
in harmony with the general educational policy 
of the Church; to correlate existing institutions, 
and to originate new ones where they can be judi- 
ciou'^ly established and maintained : provided, that 
in so doing the Board shall not create or assume 
any debt beyond the resources actually in hand 
and applicable to such purpose: and provided, 
also, that no new institutions shall be established 
or adopted without the approval of the patronizing 
Conference or Conferences: provided, further, 
that this does not apply to institutions that may 
be established or used by the Educational Com- 
mission ordered by the General Conference. 

^467. Art. XV. The Board may also estab- 
lish a Teachers' Bureau ioT Wve •^\v"r^'Sfc. ^Wsto^^- 
ing graduates of our CbLVvreVi m^>C\WHS\a"^^, ^^ccSi. 
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other competent persons desiring to teach, into 
communication with institutions seeking teachers. 

^468. Art. XVI. The educational institu- 
tions owned or controlled by the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, shall be classified as follows, 
it being understood that this paragraph does not 
apply to missions and missionary training schools : 
1. Secondary Schools (academies) ; 2. Junior Col- 
leges ; 3. Colleges ; 4. Theological Seminaries ; 5. 
Universities. 

T[ 469. Art. XVII. There shall be a Commis- 
sion of ten practical educators appointed quadren- 
nially by the College of Bishops, wliose duty it 
shall be to protect the educational standards of the 
Church. They shall prescribe the minimum re- 
quirements to be demanded of the several classes 
in institution^ belonging to or controlled by the 
Church. The Commission shall at least once in 
every four years report to the Board of Education 
its works ; and it shall then be the duty of the Gen- 
eral Conference Board of Education, assisted by 
the several Conference Boards of Education, to in- 
spect tlie financial condition and equipment, the 
aitiount and the quality of work done in all tlie ed- 
ucational institutions of the Church, to classify 
them, and to designate each as academy, junior 
college, college, theological seminary, or university, 
according to the relation 6f \tft ec\w\\>meT\\ ^tl^ \X> 
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work done by it to the standards thus established 
by the Commission. 

T[ 470. Art. XYIII. It shall be the duty of the 
President, or other administrative officer ^of each 
educational institution owned and patronized by 
the Churcli, to furnish the General Conference 
Board of Education, and the Board of Education 
of the Conference or Conferences to which it is 
responsible, such statistics and other information 
as may enable the Board to make an accurate re- 
port of the standing and equipment of each of our 
schools. 

^ 471. Art. XIX. - The Board of Education 
may serve as a board of reference or arbitration, 
and, when necessary, may take measures to protect 
the property interests of our educational institu- 
tions. 

If 472. Art. XX. The Board of Education 
shall conduct a Department of Ministerial Supply 
and Training for the purpose of developing a 
more efficient ministry, by keeping before the 
Church its responsibility in raising up young men 
for this service ; by inspiring young ministers and 
candidates for the ministry with a high ideal of 
their work, and stimulating them to a thorough 
preparation therefor; by developing and correlat- 
ing the ministerial education of the Church; by 
giving financial assistance to young men ^Yex$«x\\jL«j;^ 
for the ministry, from tt\e ilLm\aX,^TvaN. "^^c^^'^i^^^^ 
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Loan Fund, and from such other funds as may 
be in the hands of the Board for this purpose ; by 
conducting Correspondence Courses for the bene- 
fit of preachers, teachers, and other Christian 
workers; and by such other methods as the Board 
from time to time deem desirable. The Board 
shall appropriate for the maintenance of the De- 
partment such sums as may be necessary, shall 
elect quadrennially its Secretary and fix the salary 
of the same; and shall take such other steps as 
may be necessary for its proper management.

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II. DUTIES OF THE PUBLISHING AGENTS. 

^475. The Publishing Agents, under the di- 
rection of the Book Committee, shall have charge 
of the property of the Publishing House, and shall 
be responsible to the General Conference for the 
prudent use and safe management of everything 
committed to them. They shall keep a separate ac^ 
count of the sales of all Sunday school literature 
and supplies of every kind. They shall make, (1) 
monthly reports to the Book Committee showing 
the exact condition of the business of the Publish- 
ing House; (2) an exhibit to the several Annual 
Conferences at the beginning of each fiscal year, 
which exhibit shall be published in the Christian 
Advocate; (3) a full account of their work and 
of the business of the Publishing House to the 
General Conference. All their reports and ex- 
hibits shall be audited and certified by the Book 
Committee at least once a year. 

f 476. They shall publish only the books and 
tracts of whose publication the Book Editor shall 
approve, and any difference of opinion as to publi- 
cation between the Publishing Agents and Book 
Editor shall be settled by the Book Committee. 
They shall supply, as far as practicable, the de- 
mands of the Church for books, tracts, and period- 
icals, availing themselves of all the facilities of 
other establishment for tlieir ^M\i\\e«Lt\o\i «A. t\vft 
cheapest rates, and in all theix mN^^X^mftTii^ lore 
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the manofacture of books they shall be goremed 
strictly by the principles of economy. They shalK 
with the consent of the Book Committee^ and in 
cooperation with tlie Board of Mission^ translate 
and publish the books contained in the I'ouniie of 
btndy for onr preachers in any of our foreijjn 
mission fields^ and the books, tracts, and periixU 
icals necessary for the dissemination of religious 
knowledge in those countries. 

f 477, They shall sell the books for cash or it^i 
equivalent. 

f 478. They shall make no investments in 
grounds, houses, or permanent fixtures, without 
the consent of the Book Committee. 

ni. DUTIES OF THE BOOK COMMITTEE. 

^ 479. The Book Committee shall Ik; composed 
of thirteen members of our Church, six clerical 
and seven lay, five only of which committee shall 
be residents of Nashville; the remaining eight 
to be taken from the Church at large, provided 
that no one of them shall reside within the boundo 
of the Tennessee Conference. They shall have 
power : 

^480. (1) To prescribe regulations, not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this chapter, for 
the government of the Publishing Agents, and in 
all such regulations, as weW «ift \xv N.WVt ^TM\t^

lisliing Agents sliall keep in view the object for 
wliich the Publishing House is established, and 
shall strive to accomplish this object in the most 
efficient and economical manner. 

^481. (2) To require said Agents to report 
to them at least once a month the state of the cur- 
rent business of the House during that period. 

\ 483. (3) To settle with the existing and any 
former Publishing Agents according to the prin- 
ciples which govern the relations of principal and 
agent, including the individual transactions of said 
Publishing Agents with the Publishing House, 
provided the settlement with said Publishing 
Agents shall be made at least once a year, and 
the result of said settlements reported to the sev- 
eral Annual Conferences, and also to the General 
Conference. 

^483. (4) To suspend the Publishing Agents 
in the intervals of the General Conference for mis- 
conduct or inefficiency in office. 

^ 484. (5) To provide a sinking fund of such 
interest-bearing securities, equal in amount to the 
bonds of the Publishing House not yet accounted 
for, with which to pay such bonds when presented. 

i 485. (6) To pay a salary not to exceed $3,600 

per annum to each of the following officers: The 

Publishing Agents, the Book Editor and Editor of

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of. The Bishop or Bishops presiding shall decide 
all questions of law growing out of the ease, and 
shall appoint a secretary who shall make a full 
record of all the proceedings connected with the 
trial, which record shall be signed by said secre- 
tary, and also by the Bishop or Bishops presiding. 
The record of the trial shall be placed in the cus- 
tody of the Book Committee. The Editor com- 
plained of shall have ten days' notice of the time 
of trial, and be furnished with a copy of the com- 
plaint. He shall have the right to challenge any 
member of the trial committee for cause, and the 
validity of the cause shall be determined by the 
Bishop or Bishops presiding. If the complaint 
be sustained by a majority of the trial committee, 
the Bishop or Bishops presiding shall declare the 
office of the said Editor vacant. 

f 486. (7) If any Editor or officer mentioned 
in this chapter be under report of immorality, or 
accused thereof in writing signed by a minister or 
member of our Church, there shall be a speedy 
investigation, according to Chapter VII. If the 
committee of investigation judge a trial necessary, 
the Book Committee shall immediately suspend 
the accused from office, and take charge of his 
work until the issue of the trial is determined;

In order more effectually to 
prevent our people from contracting debts which 
they are not able to discharge, it shall be the duty 
of tlio Quarterly Conference of every circuit and 
station, where it is contemplated to build a house 
or houses of worship, to secure the ground or lot . 
on which such house or houses are to be built, ac- 
cording to our deed of settlement, which deed must 
1)0 legally executed; and also said Quarterly Con- 
ference shall appoint a judicious committee of at 
least three members of our Church, who shall form 
an estimate of the amount necessary to build ; and 
three-fourths of the money, according to such esti- 
niate, shall Jye secured before aw ^\\c\\ V\w\\dm^ 
s/fa/I be commenced: provided, lioiue'ucr, \)cv^\, tvq 
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house of worship shall be built unless the authority 
of the Quarterly Conference shall first have been 
obtained. 

^500. Ans. 3. In all cases where debts for 
building houses of worship have been or may be 
incurred contrary to or in disregard of the above 
recommendation, our members and friends are re- 
quested to discountenance, by declining pecuniary 
aid to all agents who shall travel abroad beyond 
their own circuits or districts, for the collection of 
funds 'for the discharge of such debts, except in 
such peculiar cases as may be approved by an An- 
nual Conference. 

^501. Ans. 4. In future we will admit no 
charter, devise, deed, or conveyance, for any house 
of worship to be used by us, unless it contains the 
"Trust Clause," or be in conformity thereto. 
Each Annual Conference is authorized to make 
such modification in the deeds as it may find the 
different usages and customs of law require in the 
different states and territories, so as to secure the 
property firmly by deed, and permanently in fee 
simple, to the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; 
but in all conveyances of ground for the building 
( f houses of worship, or upon which they may have 
been already built, let the "Trust Clause'* be in- 
serted at tlie proper place. 

TI502. Ans. 5. The "Trust Clause" shall be aa 
follows : ^'In triLst, that saiSi \^tot\w^ ^^^ ^^^ 
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used, kept, maintained, and disposed of, as a place 
of divine worsliip for the use of the ministry and 
membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South; subject to the discipline, usage, and min- 
isterial appointments of said Church, as from time 
to time authorized and declared by the General 
Conference of said Church, and by the Annual 
Conference within whose bounds the said premises 
are situated/' 

SECTION II.

OF BUILDING PABSONAGES. 

Question, What advice or direction is given con- 
cerning the building of dwelling houses for the 
use of married traveling preachers? 

^503. Ans. 1. It is recommended to our 
friends, in general, to purchase a lot of ground in 
each pastoral charge, and to build a preacher's 
house thereon, and to furnish it with at least heavy 
furniture, and to settle the same on trustees ap- 
pointed by the Quarterly Conference, according to 
our deed of settlement.

siding Elders and preachers to use their influence 
to carry into effect the above rules respecting build- 
ing houses for the accommodation of preachers 
and their families. In order to do this, each Quar-

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the advice aild aid of the preachers and Presiding 
Elder, shall devise such means as may seem fit to 
raise money for that purpose. And it is recom- 
mended to the xVnnual Conferences to make a spe- 
cial inquiry of their members respecting this part 
of their duty. 

^ 505. Ans, 3. Likewise, in all conveyances of 
ground for the building of dwelling houses for the 
use of the preachers, or upon which they may have 
been already built, let the following clause be in- 
serted at the proper place: "In trust, that such 
premises shall be held, kej^t, maintained, and dis- 
posed of, as a place of residence for the u?e and 
occupancy of the preachers of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, who may from time to time 
be appointed in said place; subject to the usage 
and discipline of said Church, as from time to 
time authorized and declared by the General Con- 
ference of said Church, and by the Annual Con- 
ference within whose bounds the said premises 
are situated.'* 

^506. Ans, 4. In all states and territories 
where the laws thereof will permit, let the society 
secure a charter of incorporation, and let all real 
estate and other property now owned, or hereafter 
to be acquired for church, parsonage, or other pur- 
poses, be deeded directly to the society in its cor- 
porate name.

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Trustees, which shall be elected and X)rganized ac- 
cording to the direction of the Discipline, with 
power in the corporation to acquire, hold, sell, and 
convey the propert}', both real and personal. In 
all such cases, and in. states or territories where 
church property is required to be held by trustees 
(and not permitted to be held by corporations) , 
let all deeds or other conveyances, under which the 
Church acquires property for any purpose, con- 
tain the appropriate Trust Clause set out in ^ 502 
or T[ 505, as the case may be ; and the Board of 
Cliurch Extension shall have forms of deeds suita- 
ble to each state or territory prepared for free dis- 
tribution. 



SECTION III. 

OF THE DIVISION, TBANSFEB, OR SALE OF CHURCH 

PROPERTY. 

^507. When any circuit, station, or mission 
shall be divided into two or more charges, each 
separate charge may constitute a new board or 
boards of trustees; and the church property held 
by the trustees of the original charge shall be con- 
veyed to the new boards thus created, and the for- 
mer board or boards shall be freed from all pe- 
cuniary liabilities, such being transferred to the 
new boards respectively.

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is made of a circuit, station, or district, haviiig 
parsonage property, in order to adjust the riglus 
and equities of the subdivisions of any such chargo 
in such parsonage property, the Quarterly Confer- 
ences of the respective subdivisions, or the Dis- 
trict Conference (in case of the division of a Dis- 
trict), shall each select an arbitrator, and these 
arbitrators an umpire, who together shall consti- 
tute a board of reference, to which shall be referred 
the question of adjusting the rights of the re- 
spective parties interested in such parsonage prop- 
erty ; and the decision of the board of reference in 
any such case shall be acquiesced in and carried 
into effect by the parties concerned. And if any 
Quarterly or District Conference shall fail, after 
written notice, to appoint such arbitrator within 
one year after such division, this shall work a for-, 
feiture of the claim of such Conference in the 
property.

OF CREATING LIENS UPON CHUBCH PBOPEBTT. 

^ 509. N"o person, or persons, or board of trus- 
tees, shall have authority to make or create any 
mortgage, or other contract lien, upon church 
property: provided, nevertheless, that if the said 
trustees, or any of them, or their successors, have 
advanced, or shall advance, any sum or sums of 
money, or are, or shall be, responsible for any sum 
or sums of money on account of church property, 
and they, the said trustees, or their successors, be 
obliged to pay the said sum or sums of money, 
they, or a majority of them, shall be authorized to 
raise the said sum or sums of money by a mort- 
gage on the said property,. or by selling the said 
property, after notice given the preacher in charge, 
or the Presiding Elder of the District, if the 
money due be not paid to the said trustees, or their 
successors, within one year after such notice has 
been given; and if such sale take place, the said 
trustees, or their successors, after paying the debt 
and other expenses which are due, from the money 
arising from such sale, shall pay over the re- 
mainder of the money produced by the said sale 
to the steward or stewards of the circuit, station, 
been given; and if such sale take place, the said 
sale shall be forwarded by the said steward or 
stewards to the Quarterly Confeteivce within whose

Quarterly Conference shall dispose of the said 
money, by a vote of the majoritr, for the use of

^510. Provided, further, that the trustees of 
any house of worship or parsonage, or other proi>- 
erty held for the benefit of the Church, a majority 
of them uniting therein, hy the consent and au- 
thority, of the ' Quarterly Conference, or of the 
District Conference, or two-thirds of the District 
Stewards, if it be a District parsonage, may bor- 
row money from the Board of Church Extension 
or any person or corporation, and secure the re- 
payment thereof by mortgage upon any property 
held in trust by said trustees, upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon between the con- 
tracting parties. 

^511. Provided, further, that such trustees, 
when duly authorized, as provided in ^ 510, shall 
also have power to create a lien upon such prop- 
erty conditioned for the repayment to the said 
Board of Church Extension or Home Mission So- 
ciety of any conditional donation made in aid of 
such house of worship or parsonage by said Board 
or Society, in the event that such property shall 
ever thereafter be aliened from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, or cease to be used for, 
or be devoted to other uses than, the purposes au- 
thorized by the trust clauses in owt 3i^^^^^ ^^ ^'^^- 
scribed by the Discipline. In ttv^ CN^n^. ^\ ^ "^"^^ 
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under any mortgage, provided for in this or the 
preceding paragraph, the surplus money arising 
therefrom shall be disposed of as provided in ^ 509. 
Money received under the provisions of this or the 
preceding paragraph shall be used by the trustees 
for the exclusive purpose of purchasing, paying 
debts upon, or improving, church or parsonage 
property. The provisions of this paragrapli shall 
not apply to donations to churches which do not 
exceed one hundred dollars. Whenever any prop- 
erty upon which such conditional mortgage shall 
liave been placed shall be sold by the trustees for 
the purpose of purchasing property elsewhere, to 
be used for like purposes, it shall be the duty of 
the officers of the Board of Church Extension to 
release said lien, provided equal security be given 
by mortgage on the new sit«.

SECTION I.

^ 31S. The General Conference doe$ hejvbv o^ 
tablish a permanent endowment fuuil> for tiie 
benefit of the superannuated preachenii and the 
widows and orphans of deceased preaeliers, of the 
traveling connection, to be known as the Suin^ran^ 
nuate Endo\nnent Fund of the Methinlist Kpisci>* 
pal Church, South. This Fund sliall bo main* 
tained and enlarged in the manner and under tho 
conditions herein prescribed. 

^513. All existing funds that have been di-

constituted and described in the preceding j)arH- 
graph. 

f514. The Board ol TtuhVovv. v>\ W\^ >K^^>^^- 
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odist Episcopal Church, South, is hereby consti- 
tuted Custodian of this Fund, and is charged with 
its conduct under the following conditions and in- 
structions, namely : Moneys derived from any and 
all sources whatsoever shall be invested in good 
interest-bearing securities as soon as practicable 
after coming into the hands of the Board of Trus- 
tees, Seventy-five per cent, of the income of the 
Fund shall be annually distributed for. the relief 
of worn-out preachers and the widows and orphans 
of deceased preachers, being paid over, in the pro 
rata determined on the basis, of the number of 
claimants in each Conference, to the Treasurers of 
the Joint Board of Finance of the several Annual 
Conferences, for distribution to the individual 
claimants. The remaining twenty-five per cent, of 
income shall be added annually to the body of the 
Fund until said Fund shall amount to the sum of 
$5,000,000, after which the entire amount of tho 
net income shall be paid out to claimants, through 
the Treasurers of the Joint Boards of Finance, as 
above mentioned. The Board of Trustees shall 
employ any other and further agencies for the in- 
crease of the Fund, as may seem to them desirable, 
and shall hold said Fund, as above provided, for- 
ever intact, and shall appropriate the income in 
no other way than that provided above, and in 
payment of the necessary expeT\^^?> \i\ewTTed \tv tlve 
carrying out of the plan hexem se\. ioTV\v. 
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f 515. To further provide for the enlargement 
of this Fund, an as;?essment shall be made on all 
Annual Conferences of a sum not less than one 
per cent, of the amount paid for ministerial sup- 
port. Collections on this assessment sliall be re* 
ported to the Annual Conference by the preacher 
in charge, and paid to the Treasurer of the Joint 
Board of Finance, who shall forward the same to 
the Treasurer of the Superannuate Endowment 
Fund at Nashville,, Tenn. 

^ 516. The Joint Boards of Finance in the sev- 
eral Annual Conferences may cooperate with the 
Board of Trustees and their Agent, in their plans 
for the enlargement of the Superannuate Endow- 
ment Fund, and* shall in each Annual Conference 
promote and facilitate the collections for the Fund 
under the general direction of the Board of Trus- 
tees. 

SECTION II. 

DEVISES BY WILL OB DONATIONS. 

Question, What shall be done for the better se- 
curity of donations, bequests, or devises made to 
the Church? 

^ 517. Am. 1. There shall be located at Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, an incorporated Board of Trus- 
tees, under the name, style, and title of "The Board 
of Trustees of the Methodist 1£^mo^^ ^\>qx^. 
South/' composed of ten meinbeT^, ft.N% tivycCv^'^^ 
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and five laymen, appointed by the General Confer- 
ence on the nomination of the Committee on Fi- 
nance; of whom two ministers and three laymen 
shall hold office for four years, and three ministers 
and two laymen for eight years, all vacancies to be 
filled quadrennially by the General Conference. 
Vacancies occurring during the intervals of the 
sessions of the General Conference shall be filled 
by the Board, and the person so selected shall hold 
office until the next session of the General Confer- 
ence. 

The duty of this Board shall be 
to receive, collect, and hold in trust for the benefit 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, any 
and all donations, bequests, devises, legacies, and 
grants of lands, personal estate, or funds in trust,

If, however, the parties in the case waive all ob- 
jection to the form of the bill of charges, and 
agree to proceed with the trial, the Committee of 
Trial is under no obligation to interfere, unless 
to protect those who are too ignorant to kiiow their 
rights. An accused person, preacher or layman, 
is entitled to the protection of all the rights which 
the constitution and usage of the Church secure 
to him. 

An agreement on both sides not to introduce 
ex parte testimony may be waived by mutual con- 
sent, and such testimony may be introduced sub- 
ject to the decision of the president of the com- 
mittee. An episcopal decision often quoted al- 
lows tlie introduction of ex parte testimony in cer- 
tain cases, some of which it specifies. The rec- 
ords and usage of the Church everywhere justify 
ex parte testimony, provided the rights of all par- 
ties concerned are protected as far as is possible. 

There is no power in the Church that can com- 
pel a witness to answer questions. The presiding 
officer in a Church trial may decide that a ques- 
tlon 18 improper, and the witness with propriety 
may decline to answer.

A committee appointed to investigate rumors of 
immorality against a traveling pi'eaeher rei>ortod 
a trial necessary. The pread^er surrendered hia 
credentials, and withdrew fi^om the ntinistry. At 
the ensuing session of the Annual Conforoni^o, the 
bishop stated that the accused, after a Cemmitte^ 
of Investigation had reported a trial noccaaary, 
had presented a bill of charges for immorality, and 
had suspended him, could not by withdrawing 
from the ministry escape a formal trial. A Com- 
mittee of Trial heard the case, and decided that 
the accused was not guilty. 

The bishop presiding had the following written 
questiona presented for his decmow*. 
1. Does the acquittal by tVve Comm\\X.^<i ^V '\^\\i^ 
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terminate the suspension and restore the preacher 
who had withdrawn to membership in the Annual 
Conference ? 

2. Was the preacher a member of the Conference 
during his trial ? If not a member, could he be ex- 
pelled from the Conference, if found guilty? If a 
member during the trial, at what time, in law, did 
that connection close ? 

3. A series of hypothetical questions. 

The bishop answered, and the College of Bishops 
approved : 

1. Acquittal by a Committee of Trial does not 
in itself alone restore to membership in an Annual 
Conference a preacher who, with a formal charge 
of immorality against him presented by a Com- 
mittee of Investigation, has withdrawn from the 
ministry of the Church. 

2. During the trial the accused was answerable 
to the Church for his life and official administra- 
tion up .to the time of his withdrawal from the 
ministry of the Church. 

3. By the law of our Church a bishop has no 
authority to give a legal decision of a hypothetical 
question. (1910.) 

If 630. Report of the Committee of Trial.

The accused desired that the case 
might come before the bishop presiding at the An- 
nual Conference; and to give his wish effect, the 
Quarterly Conference, although deeming the ver- 
dict and judgment just, under the construction of 
the law rendered, appealed from the decision of the 
presiding elder to the bishop on the question of 
law: *^Does the sale of intoxicating liquors, by the 
large or small quantities, to be used as a beverage, 
constitute an actionable offense under Methodist 
law, as found in the General Bules requiring the 
avoidance of evil of every kind, and the doing of 
no harm — these General Rules themselves being 
based upon the written word of God?^' The plea 
of the tbsence of specific law was relied on by the 
accused in the case referred to. The preacher in 
charge decided that the case was actionable under 
the General Rules; and on appeal this ruling was 
sustained by the presiding elder. 
Decided, That both were correct. (1874.)

A Conference has not the right to deprive a 
preacher of his credentials without a trial on a 
bill of charges, according to the forms of our law 
and the usages of our Church.

Custodian of Surrendered Credentials can- 
not Restore them. 

A local elder under charges surrendered his cre- 
dentials to the presiding elder, whereupon pro- 
ceedings in the Quarterly Conference against him 
were stopped. Eumor exaggerated his oflEense, and 
•he demanded tliat his credentials be returned to 
i him, and that he be reinstated for a trial before 

the ensuing Quarterly Conference. The presiding 
elder, as the custodian of his parchments, declined 
to return them, and filed them with the Annual 
Conference.

"2. Can a member of an Annual Conference 
who has been expelled be admitted to the com- 
munion of the Church, in a congregation connected 
with said Conference, without giving satisfactory 
evidence of repentance of the crime for which he 
was expelled?'^ Answer: *^An expelled member, 
who persistently denies his guilt, and who has sub- 
mitted without contumacy and with meekness to 
the decision of the Church, after proper trial and 
a life corresponding to his asserted innocence, may 
be received without confession of the crime for 
which he was expelled." A majority of the bish- 
ops approved this decision. (1867.)

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1 052. Deposed Mi>u8T£es to be Relicexsed. 

A preacher, who had been deposed and deprived 
of his credentials, was restored by the Quarterly 
Conference to the ministerial office by a direct 
action,, instead of the usual proceedings of recom- 
mendation from his societ}^, examination before the 
Quarterly Conference, and granting license, as at 
first. His case was presented to the Annual Con- 
ference on application for the restoration of cre- 
dentials. It was decided that the application could 
not be entertained. The deposed preacher must 
be recommended, and examined, and licensed, in 
regular form, in order to bring his case under the 
provisions of the law for the restoration of cre- 
dentials. (1872.) 

'[ess. Restoration op Credentials. 

The recommendation for the restoration of ihe 
credentials of a preacher who has been deposed 
must be from the Quarterly^ Conference of the 
charge in which he lives. (1899.) 

11654. An Annual Conference can Restore the Cre- 
dentials OF A Preacher who has Withdrawn from 
the Ministry of the Church and has Subse- 
quently been Admitted on Trial, Provided all 
Disciplinary Requirements have been MfeT.

11055. Deprivation of Local Elder's Credentials. 

A Quarterly Conference has no right to deprive 
a local elder of his credentials, in the absence of a 
trial on charge and specifications, according to the 
due forms of law and the usages of the Church; 
and such action is void. (1861.) 

1 056. Withholding Missionary Appropriations. 

Missionary money was appropriated to a pas- 
toral charge. The presiding elder directed tlie 
stewards to make a' pro rata division between the 
pastor and himself. Because of the absence of the 
pastor on account of sickness in his family, a sup- 
ply was appointed. 

The following decisions were approved : 

1. Only for the delinquency of the pastor can a 
presiding elder withhold from the pastor any part 
of the mission funds appropriated to the charge.

Neither trustees nor stewards have the right to 
apply money raised for the support of the pastor 
to the payment of other Church debts; and it is 
lawful for a Joint Board of Finance, when ap- 
pealed to in such a case, to decide that any funds 
so misapplied be repaid to the proper claimant. 
Such claim is not forbidden by the clause of Dis- 
cipline which says of the Joint Board : "But in no 
case shall they allow any preacher to have a claim 
on the Church he has served, as of debt, after his 
pastoral connection has ceased.^' (1871.)

Dear fathers and mothers, let this be to you a 
day of peculiar joy and thanksgiving, in that these 
who are of your flesh and blood have also entered 
into an holier spiritual kinship with you in Jesus 
Christ. While the Church henceforth will share 
with you the duty and privilege of bringing up 
these children in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord, it renews its solemn injunction to you as 
parents, by God's help, faithfully to continue both 
to teach and train thein, by example and precept, 
in the way of the Lord. Will you accept this duty, 
in the fear and by the favor of God, and here and 
now, in the presence of Almighty God and this con- 
gregation, renew the vows made by you as fathers 
and mothers in the baptism of these children ? 

Answer. With God's help, I will. 

Then shaU the minister address the children who are can- 
didates, and say: 

Beloved children, our Lord Jesus, by his holy 
word, hath expressly given you a place in his king- 
dom and Church which must not be taken away. 
But as none should remain within the pale of the 
Church, or be admitted to \t^ QomT[v\3LW\»\i, ^\tl\- 
oiit assuming its vows aivA o\A\^sl\\o\v^, \\:\»^^<^Tcvfe'^ 
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my duty to inquire of you as to your purpose of 
mind and heart. 

Do you, each of you, with your whole heart ac- 
cept Jesus Christ as your personal Saviour, to love 
and trust and obey him all the days of your life ? 

Ans. I do. 

Is it your sincere desire, of your own free will 
and accord, to continue as members of the Church 
of Christ, in the communion of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South? 

Ans. I do SO desire. 

Will you promise faithfully to keep its rules, to 
attend its services, to be loyal to its doctrines and 
government, and, as God shall prosper you, to sup- 
port it by your means ? 

Ans. I do so promise. 

Then shall the people stand up and, led by the minister, 
join In the responsive reading of the twenty-third Psalm, 
as followeth : 

The Lord is my Shepherd ; I shall not want. 

He maketh me to lie down in green pastures: he 
leadeth me beside the still waters. 

He restoreth my soul : he leadeth me in the paths 
of righteousness for his name's sake. 

Yea, though I walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for thou art 
with me; fhy rod and thy staff they eomfort me. 

Thou preparest a table before me in the presence 
of mine enemies : thou anointest my head with oil ; 
my cup runneth over. 
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Surely goodness and merey shall follow me all the 
days of my life: and I will dwell in the house of the 
Lord forever. 

Then the minister shall read the Epistle as followeth (2 

Tim. i. 5, 6) : 

I call to remembrance the unfeigned faith that is 
in tliee, which dwelt first in thy grandmother Lois^ 
and thy mother Eunice; and I am persuaded that 
in tliee also. Wherefore I put thee in remem- 
brance, that thou stir up the gift of God, which is 
in thee by the putting on of my hands. 

Then the minister shall say: 

Bear the words of the holy Gospel as written hy St. Luke 

(it, 40, 42, Ji6, 51, 52): 

And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, 
filled with wisdom : and the grace of God was upon 
him. And when he was twelve years old, they 
went up to Jerusalem after the custom of the feast. 
And it came to pass, that after three days they 
found him in the temple, sitting in the midst of 
the doctors, both hearing them, and asking- them 
questions. . . . And he went down with tliem, and 
came to Nazareth, and was subject unto them : but 
his mother kept all these sayings in her heart. 
And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in 
favor with God and man. 

Then shall the minister say to the candidates : 
We rejoice to recognize you as members of the 
Church of Christ, and we "bii "jou ^e\e,cixcv^ \vi ^»Xv 
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its rights and privileges ; and in token of our broth- 
erly love, we give you the right hand of fellowship, 
and pray that you may be numbered with his peo- 
ple here and with his saints in glory everlasting. 
Amen. 

The minister and congregation togetlier slia'il close by 

saying : . . 

The Lord bless thee and keep thee: the Lord make 
his face to shine upon thee: the Lord lift up his coun- 
tenance upon thee, and give thee peace. Amen. 

Note. — Each child-candidate should be given before- 
hand a printed copy of this ritual, which should be made 
plain to his understanding by pastor and parents. 



SECTION VI. 

H 758. THE FORM OF THE RECEPTION AND RECOGNITION 

OF MEMBERS. 

The minister shall cause the candidates to be placed con- 
veniently before the congregation, and after baptizing 
any who may not have been previously baptized, he 
shall say : 

Brethren, the Church is of God, and will be pre- 
served to the end of .ti^le, for the promotion of his 
worship and the due adininistfation of his word 
and ordinances — the maintenance of Christian fel- 
lowship and discipline — ^the edification of believers, 
and the conversion pf the world. All, of every age 
and station, stand in need of the means of grade 
which it alone supplies ; and it invites all alike to 
become fellow-citizens witTo.

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household of God. But as none who have arrived 
at years of discretion can remain within its pale, 
or be admitted to its communion, without assum- 
ing its obligations, it is my duty to demand of these 
persons present whether they are resolved to as- 
sume the same. 

Then shall the minister address the candidates, as follows : 

Dearly beloved, you profess to have a desire to 
flee from the wrath to come and to be saved from 
your sins, and to become a faithful servant in the 
kingdom of God; you seek the fellowship of the 
people of God, to assist you in working out your 
salvation ; I therefore demand of you : 

Do you solemnly, in the presence of God and this 
congregation, ratify and confirm the promise and 
vow of repentance, faith, and obedience, contained 
in the baptismal covenant?* 

Ans. I do, God being my helper. 

Will you be subject to the discipline of the 
Church, attend upon its ordinances, and support 
its institutions ? 

Ans. I will endeavor so to do, by the help of God. 

The minister shall then say to the candidates : 

We rejoice to recognize you as members of the 

Church of Christ, and bid you welcome to all its 

privileges; and in token of our brotherly love, we

Then may follow a hjrmn suitable to the occasion (as 655, 
556), and the minister shall say:

Cliurch, and promising that the gates of hell shall 

not prevail against it. We bless thee for calling us 

to tlie fellowship of thy people, and for numbering 

us v.'ith the sons and daughters of the Lord Al- 

luighty.

t 759. THE FORM OF THE SOLEMNIZATION OF MATBI- 

MONY. 

At the day and time appointed tor \.\vfe soVemxvKiaAXwi c^l 
matrimony, the persons to "be martVed (.\\av\Tvs >o^cvv ^wax- 
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ified according to law) standing together, tlie man on 
the right hand and the woman on the left, the minis- 
ter shall say : 

Dearly beloved, we are gathered together here 
in the sight of God, and in the presence of these 
witnesses, to join together this man and this wom- 
an in holy matrimony; which is an honorable es- 
tate, instituted of God in the time of man's in- 
nocency, signifying unto us the mystical union 
that is between Christ and his Church : which holy 
estate Christ adorned and beautified with his pres- 
ence, and first miracle that he wrought in Cana 
of Galilee, and is commended of St. Paul to be 
honorable among all men; and therefore is not by 
any to be enterprised, or taken in hand unadvised- 
ly, but reverently, discreetly, advisedly, and in the 
fear of God. 

Into which holy estate these two persons pres- 
ent come now to be joined. Therefore if any can 
show any just cause why they may not be lawfully 
joined together, let him speak, or else hereafter 
forever hold his peace. 

And also speaking unto the persons that are to be married, 

he shall say: 

I require and charge you both (as ye shall an- 
swer at the dreadful day of judgment, when the 
secrets of all hearts shall be disclosed), that if 
either of you know any impediment why ye may 
not be lawfully joined togetlvet \xl \waL\x^xc^<^^ 
do now confess it ; for \)e 'w^W ^"s^vxt^^^ ^^ "^ 
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many as are coupled together otherwise than God's 
word doth allow, are not joined together by Grod, 
neither is their matrimony lawful. 

If no impediment be alleged, then shall the minister say 

unto the man: 

M., Wilt thou have this woman to thy wedded 
wife, to live together after God^s ordinance^ in the 
holy estate of matrimony? Wilt thou love her, 
comfort her, honor, and keep her, in sickness and 
in health ; and, forsaking all other, keep thee only 
unto her, so long as ye both shall live ? 

The man shall answer, 

I win. 

Then shall the minister say unto the woman: 

N,, Wilt thou have this man to thy wedded hus- 
band, to live together after God^s ordinance, in the 
holy estate of matrimony? Wilt thou obey him, 
serve him, love, honor, and keep him, in sickness 
and in health; and, forsaking all other, keep thee 
only unto him, so long as ye both shall live ? 

The woman shall answer, 

I will 

Then the minister may cause the man with his right hand 
to take the woman by her right hand, and to say after 
him as f olloweth : 

I, M., take thee, N., to be my wedded wife, to have 
snd io bold from this day tot^^i:^, lot \i^ttAt, fc^ 
worse,' for richer, for pootet, in s\^\ji^^'& ^.tA VciV^^ii^ 
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to love and to cherish, till death us do part, according 
to God's holy ordinance; and hereto I plight thee my 
troth. 

Then shall they loose their hands, and the woman, with 
lier right hand taking the man by his right hand, shall 
likewise say after the minister: 

I, N., take thee, H., to be my wedded husband, to 
have and to hold from this day forward, for better, 
for worse, for richer, for poorer, in sickness and in 
health, to love and to cherish, till death us do part, 
according to God's holy ordinance; and hereto I give 
thee my troth. 

When the parties so desire, the man shall give unto the 
woman a ring; and the minister taking the ring shall 
deliver it unto the man, to put it on the fourth ftnger 
of the woman's left hand ; and the man, holding the 
ring there, and taught by the minister, shall say: 

With this ring I thee wed, and with all my worldly 
goods I thee endow; in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Then shall the minister say : 
Let U8 pray. 

Our Father who art in heaven^ hallowed be thy 
jiame; thy kingdom come; thy will be done on 
earth, as it is in heaven; give us this day our 
daily bread ; and forgive us our trespasses, as we 
forgive those who trespass against us; and lead 
lis not into temptation, but deliver us from evil ; 
for thine is the kingdom, and the power^ and the 
glory, forever and ever. km^Ti. 
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eternal God, Creator and Preserver of all 
mankind, Giver of all spiritual grace, the author 
of everlasting life, send thy blessing upon these 
thy servants, this man and this woman, whom 
we bless in thy name; that they may surely per- 
form and keep the vow and covenant between them 
made, and may ever remain in perfect love and 
peace together, and live according to thy laws, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Then shaU the minister join their right hands together> 

and say: 

Those whom God hath joined together, let not 
man put asunder. 

Forasmuch as M. and N. have consented to- 
gether in holy wedlock, and have witnessed the 
same before God and this company, and thereto 
have pledged their faith either to other, and have 
declared the same by joining hands, I pronounce 
that they are husband and wife together, in the 
name of tlie Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen. 

And the minister shall add this blessing: 

God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy 
Ghost, bless, preserve, and keep you; the Lord 
mercifully with his favor look upon you; and so 
fill you with all spiritual benediction and grace, 
that ye may so live together in this life, that in 
the wot] A to come ye may have life everlasting. 
Amen. 
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SECTION VIII. 

^760. THE ORDER OF THE BURIAL OF THE DEAD. 

The minister, meeting the corpse and going before it, shall 

say: 

I am the resurrection and the life: he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
live; and whosoever liveth, and believeth in me, 
phall never die. Jolm xi. 25, 26. 

For we know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, a house not made with hands, eternal in the 
lieavens. 2 Cor. v. 1. 

We brought nothing into this world, and.it is 
certain we can carry nothing out. The Lord gave, 
and the Lord liath taken away : blessed be the name 
of the Lord. 1 Tim. vi. 7; Job i. 21. 

After they come Into the church, or house, shall be read 
the following selections from Psalms xxxix. and xc. : 

Lord, make me to know mine end, and the 
measure of my days, what it is ; that I may know 
how frail I am. 

And now. Lord, what wait I for? My hope is 
in thee. 

Hear my prayer, Lord, and give ear unto 
my cry ; hold not thy peace at my tears ; for I am 
a stranger with thee, and a sojourner, as all my 
fatliers were. 

spare me that I may leeoN^x ^\.t«w^3cv,V^^^^ 
T s^o hence and be no more. 
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Lord, thou hast been our dwelling place in all 
generations. 

Before the mountains were brought forth, or 
ever thou hadst formed the earth and the world, 
even from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God. 

For a thousand years in thy sight are but as 
yesterday when it is past, and as a watch in the 
night. 

Thou carriest them away as with a flood; they 
are as a sleep; in the morning they are like the 
grass which groweth up. 

In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth up ; 
in the evening it is cut down and withereth. 

The days of our years are threescore years and 
ten; and if by reason of strength they be four- 
score years, yet is their strength labor aiid sor- 
row ; for it is soon cut off and we fly away. 

So teach us to number our days that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Eetum, Lord, how long? And let it repent 
thee concerning thy servants. 

satisfy us early with thy mercy ; tliat we may 
rejoice and.be glad all our days. 

Make us glad according to the days wlierein 
thou hast afflicted us, and the years wherein we 
have seen evil. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and thy 
S^loij unto their children. 
And let the beauty oi t\\e "Lot^ o^xt ^^^ \>^ 
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upon us ; and establish thou the work of our hands 
upon us ; yea, the work of our hands establish thou 
it. 

Then shall follow the lesson, 1 Cor. xv. 20-58, or the fol- 
lowing abridgment: 

Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first-fruits of them that slept. For since by 
man came death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive. But every 
man in his own order : Christ the first-fruits ; aft- 
erward they that are Christ's at his coming. Then 
cometh the end, when he shall have delivered up 
the kingdom to God, even the Father; when he 
shall have put down all rule, and all authority and 
power. For he must reign, till he hath put all 
enemies under his feet. The last enemy that shall 
he destroyed is death. For he hath put all things 
under his feet. But some man will say. How are 
tlie dead raised up? and with what body do they 
come? Thou foolish one, that which thou sowest 
is not quickened except it die; and that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not the body that shall 
be, but bare grain ; it may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain; but God giveth it a body as it 
liath pleased him, and to every seed its own body. 
All flesh is not the same flesh; but there is one 
kind of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, an- 
other of Ashes, and another oi Vafta. "Yt^^^^ «xfc 
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also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial; but 
the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of 
the terrestrial is another. There is one glory of 
the sun, and another glory of the moon, and an- 
other glory of the stars; for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. So also is the resur- 
rection of the dead. It is sown in corruption, it 
is raised in incorruption ; it is sown in dishonor, 
it is raised in glory ; it is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power; it is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body. Behold, I show you a 
mystery: we shall not all sleep, but we shall all 
be changed, in a moment, in the .twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump ; for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and 
we shall be changed. For this corruptible must 
put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on 
immortality. So when this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal shall have 
put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass 
the saying that is written. Death is swallowed up 
in victory. death, where is thy sting ? grave, 
where is thy victory? The sting of death is sin; 
and the strength of sin is the law. But thanks be 
to God, which giveth us the victory, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved breth- 
ren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know 
that your labor is not in vain. in. \5a^&\jat^. 
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At llio burial of a child the followmg may be used in- 
stead of the foregoing scriptures: 

2 Sam. xii. 16-23. 

David therefore besought God for the child; 
and David fasted, and went in, and lay all night 
upon the earth. 

And the elders of his house arose, and went to 
him, to raise him up from the earth; but he would 
not, neither did he eat bread with them. 

And it came to pass on the seventh day that 
the child died. And the servants of David feared 
to tell him that the child was dead : for they said, 
Behold, while the child was yet alive, we spake 
unto him, and he would not hearken unto our 
voice; how will he then vex himself, if we tell 
him that the child is dead ? 

But wlien David saw that his servants whis- 
l)ered, David perceived that the child was dead; 
therefore David said unto his servants. Is the child 
dead ? And tliey said. He is dead. 

Tlien David arose from the earth, and washed, 
and anointed himself, and changed his apparel, 
and came into the house of the Lord, and wor- 
sliiped; then he came to his own house; and when 
he required, they set bread before him, and he did 
eat. 

Then said his servants unto him. What thing is 
this that thou hast done? TYvovi ft\&&\. \5is^ ^»i^ 
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weep for the child, while it was alive; but when 
the child was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 

And he said, While the child was yet alive, I 
fasted and wept : for I said. Who can tell whether 
God will be gracious to me, that the child may 
live ? 

But now he is dead, wherefore should I fast? 
Can I bring him back again? I shall go to him, 
but he shall not return to me. 

Mark x. 13-16. 

And they brought young children to him, that 
he should touch them; and his disciples rebuked 
those that brought them. 

But when Jesus saw it, he was much displeased, 
and said unto them. Suffer the little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not; for of sufch 
is the kingdom of God. 

Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not re- 
• eeive the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall 
not enter therein. 

And he took them up in his arms, and put his 
hands upon them, and blessed them. 

Here may follow a suitable hymn, a sermon, or exhorta- 
tioni and an extemporary prayer. 

At the ffrave. when the corpse Is laid in the earth, the min- 
ister shall say: 

Man that is born of woman is of few days, and 
///// of troiihlo. He cometh iortYv \\Ve ^ ^<^\?e\. 
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and is cut down : he fleeth also as a shadow, and 
continueth not. 

In the midst of life we are in death : of whom 
may we seek for succor, but of thee, Lord, who 
for our sins art justly displeased ? 

Yet, Lord God most holy, Lord most 
mighty, holy and most merciful Saviour, de- 
liver us not into the bitter pains of eternal death. 

Thou knowest. Lord, the secrets of our hearts: 
sluit not thy merciful ears to our prayers, but spare 
us, Lord most holy, God most mighty, holy 
and merciful Saviour, thou most worthy Judge 
eternal, suffer us not at our last hour for any 
pains of death to fall from thee. 

Then the minister may say : 

Forasmuch as the spirit of our deceased brother 
hatli returned unto God who gave it, we therefore 
commit his body to the ground, earth to earth, 
ashes to ashes, dust to dust; looking for the gen- 
eral resurrection in the last day, and the life of the 
world to come, through our Lord Jesus Christ; at 
whos(» second coming in glorious majesty to judge 
tlio world, the earth and the sea shall give up 
their dead; and the corruptible bodies of those 
who sleep in him shall be changed, and made like 
unto his own glorious body, according to the 
mighty working whereby he is able to subdue all 
things unto himself. 
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Then shall be said : 

T heard a voice from heaven, saying unto me, 
Write, Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord 
from henceforth : Yea, saith the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labors. 

A suitable hymn may here be sung, and then shall the 

minister say: 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name; thy kingdom come; thy will be done on 
earth, as it is in heaven; give us this day our 
daily bread; and forgive us our trespasses, as we 
forgive those who trespass against us: and lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us from evil; 
for thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, forever and ever. Amen. 

The Collect, 

merciful God, the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who is the resurrection and the life; in 
whom whosoever believeth shall live, though he 
die; and whosoever liveth and believeth in him,

SECTION IX. 

IF 761. THE rORAI OF LAYING THE COBNEB STONE OF A 

CHURCH. 

A.t the time and place of laying the corner stone, let the 
minister cause a suitable hymn to be sung* (e. g., 656, 
657, 663). Then shall the minister say: 

Let ua pray. ' 

Almighty and everlasting God, thou art infinite 
in all thy perfections, and marvelous in all thy 
works. Thou hast made the world and all things 
therein; and seeing that thou art Lord of heaven 
and earth, thou dwellest not in temples made with 
hands: thou art a Spirit, and art worshiped in 
spirit and in truth, in all places of thy dominion ; 
yet we thank thee that thou dost allow us to build 
houses for thy service, wherein thy people may 
attend upon thee without distraction. We bless 
thy holy name for putting it into the hearts of 
thy people to build a house, at this place, for thy 
worship. We beseech thee to inspire us with zeal, 
that we may both have a mind to the work, and 
12 
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may successfully accomplish the same. May nei- 
ther adversary nor evil occurrent hinder this work; 
but may the good hand of our God be upon us, 
that in due time we may bring forth the head- 
stone with joy and praise. May this sanctuary, 
when completed, long remain a house of prayer 
for all people, where incense shall be offered unto 
thy name, and a pure offering, and thy word and 
ordinances shall be duly administered, accompa- 
nied by the influences of the Holy Ghost. Here 
may multitudes be born again, and be nurtured in 
knowledge and piety; so that they may be pre- 
pared, in the kingdom of thy grace, for a nobler 
worship in the kingdom of thy glory. We are un- 
worthy, Lord, through our manifold sins, to 
offer unto thee any sacrifice; yet we beseech thee 
to accept this our bounden duty and service, not 
weighing our merits, but pardoning our offenses, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord : by whom and with 
whom, in the unity of the Holy Ghost, all honor 
and glory be unto thee. Father Almighty, world 
-without end. Amen. 

Prevent us, Lord, in all our doings with thy 
most gracious favor, and further us with thy con- 
tinual help; that in all our works, begun, con- 
tinued, and ended in thee, we may glorify thy 
holy name, and finally, by thy mercy, obtain ev- 
erlasting life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 
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Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name; thy kingdom come; thy will be done on 
earth, as it is in heaven; give ns this day our 
daily bread; and forgive us our trespasses, as we 
forgive those who trespass against us ; and lead us 
not into temptation, but deliver us from evil ; for 
thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
forever and ever. Amen. 

Then shall the minister read, or cause to be read, the fol- 
lowing sentences : 

Blessed* be thou. Lord God of Israel our Father, 
forever and ever. 

Thine, Lord, is the greatness, and the power, 
and tlie glory, and the victory, and tlie majesty; 
for all that is in the heaven and in the eartli is 
thine; thine is the kingdom, Lord, and thou 
art exalted as head above all. 

Both riches and honor come of thee, and thou 
roignest over all ; and in thine hand is power and 
might; anrl in thine hand it is to make great, and 
1o give strength unto all. 

Xow, therefore, our God, we thank thee, and 
{) raise thy glorious name. 

But who am I, and what is my people, tliat we 
should be able to offer so willingly after this sort? 
for all things come of thee, and of thine own have 
wo given thee. 

For we are strangers before thee, and sojourners. 
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as were all our fathers : our days on the earth are 
as a shadow, and there is none abiding. 

Lord our God, all this store that we liave pre- 
pared to build thee a house for thine holy name 
Cometh of thine hand, and is all thine own. 

1 know also, my God, that thou triest the heart, 
and hast pleasure in uprightness. As for me, in 
the uprightness of mine heart I have willingly of- 
fered all these things; and now have I seen with 
joy thy people, which are present here, to oflfer 
willingly unto.thee. 

Except the Lord build the house, they labor in 
vain that build it: except the Lord keep the city, 
the watchman waketh but in vain. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and thy 
glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our God be ufton 
us ; and establish thou the work of our liands upon 
us ; yea, the work of our hands establish thou it. 

His foundation is in the holy mountains. 

The Lord loveth the gates of Zion more than 
all the dwellings of Jacob. 

For the Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath de- 
sired it for his habitation. 

This is my rest forever: here will I dwell: for 
I have desired it. 

1 will abundantly bless her provision: I will 
satisfy her poor with bread.

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1 will also clothe her priests with salvation, and 
her saints shall shout aloud for joy. 

The stone which the builders refused is become 
the headstone of the corner. 

This is tlie Tjord's doing; it is marvelous in our 
eyes. 

For other foundation can no man lay than that 
is laid, which is Jesus Christ. 

Then shall the minister, standing: by the stone, announce 
tlie articles to be deposited therein. These may be a 
copy of the Bible, the Hymn Book, the Discipline, 
Church periodicals, a document setting forth the name 
of the Church, with the names of the pastor, trustees, 
and building committee, and such other articles as may 
be desired. The stone shall then be laid by the minis- 
ter, or some one appointed by him; placing his hand 
upon the stone, the minister shall say : 

We lay this corner stone of a house to be built 
and set apart, from all worklly uses, for divine 
worship, in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Then may follow an address, the collection (If any), the 

Doxology, and Benediction.

The lessons may be Genesis xxviU. \Q-^^» «ca^ 'asSfav^^^ 
X. 19-25, or any other, at the dVacreUoii ol \>cv^ Tcv\xv\«Xftx. 
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First Lesson, Gen. xxviii. 10-22. 

And Jacob went out from Beersheba, and went 
toward Haran. And he lighted upon a certain 
place, and tarried there all night, because the sun 
was set ; and he took of the stones of that place, and 
put them for his pillows, and lay down in that 
place to sleep.

Then shall the minister request the congregation to stand 
up» while he pronounces the following Sentence of Judi- 
cation: • 

Sentence of Dedication. 

Forasmuch as God has put it into the hearts 
of his people to build this house for his worship, 
and has blessed them in their undertaking, we sol- 
emnly dedicate it to his service, for the reading 
and expounding of his holy word, the administra- 
tion of his ordinances, and for all other acts of 
religious worship. That he may graciously accept 
this labor of our hands, let us devoutly pray. 

Then shall be said, all kneeling: 

Almighty and everlasting God, the heaven, and 
the heaven of heavens, cannot contain thee, much 
less this house, which we have built, yet thou dost 
humble thyself to behold the inhabitants of the 
earth, and dost promise that in all places where 
thou dost record thy name thou wilt meet with 
thy people, and bless them. Let thy name be re- 
corded in this place, and here let thine honor dwell. 
Preserve this house, which we set apart to* thy 
service^ from injury and desecration. 
Accept the worship w\\\c\\ e\\«A\ \v^ \\^^^ oSH^t^ 
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to thy name. Let thy Holy Spirit accompany thy 
word and ordinances, which shall be here admin- 
istered, so that they may prove means of grace to 
all who shall receive the same. May many sons 
and daughters be here born to the Lord Almighty. 
Let thy people be abundantly satisfied with the 
fatness of thy house, and make them drink of the 
river of thy pleasures. Let their children be here 
fed with food convenient for them, and be brought 
up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. 
Let living waters go forth from this sanctuary, 
carrying life and joy to all around. Let thy work 
appear unto thy servants, and thy glory unto their 
children ; and let the beauty of the Lord our God 
be upon us; and establish thou the work of our 
liands upon us ; yea, the work of our hands estab- 
lish thou it. Xow, therefore, arise, Lord God, 
into thy resting-place, thou and the ark of thy 
strength; let thy ministers be clothed with salva- 
tion, and let thy saints rejoice in goodness.

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SECTION XI. 

11763. THE FOBM AXD MANNEB Of ORDAINIWG DEACONS. 

When the day appointed by the Bishop is come, after a 
suitable sermon or exhortation, one of the elders shall 
present unto the Bishop all them that are to be or- 
dained, and say : 

I present unto you these persons present, to be or- 
dained deacons. 

Then their names being read aloud, the Bishop shall say 

unto the people : 

Brethren, if there be any of you who knoweth 
any impediment or crime in any of these persons 
presented to be ordained deacons, for the wliich 
he ought not to be admitted to that office, let him 
come fortli in the name of God, and show what 
the crime or impediment is. 

If any crime or impediment be objected, the Bishop shall 
surcease from ordaining that person until such time as 
the party accused shall be found clear of that crime. 

Then shall be read the following Collect : 

The Collect. 

Almighty God, who by thy divine providence 
hast appointed divers orders of ministers in thy 
Church, and didst inspire thy apostles to choose 
into the order of deacons thy first martyr, St. 
Stephen, with others : mercifully behold these thy 
servants, now called to the like office and adminis- 
tration :. replenish them so wittv t\v^ ixxxSilci ol ^iv-^ 
doctrine, and adorn them wit\v ixaxoecuc^ ol X\\^^, 
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that liolli ])}' Avord and good example they may 
faitlifully serve thee in tliis office, to the glory 
of thy name and the edification of thy Church, 
through the merits of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who livetli and reigneth with thee and the Holy 
Ghost, now and forever. Amen. 

Then the Bishop, or one of the elders appointed by him, 

shall read the Epistle. 

The Epistle. 1 Tim. iii. 8-13. 

Likewise must the deacons be grave, not double- 
tongued, not given to much wine, not greedy of 
filthy lucre: holding the mystery of the faith in 
a pure conscience. And let these also first be 
proved; then let them use the office of a deacon, 
being found blameless. Even so must their wives 
be grave, not slanderers, sober, faithful in all 
things. Let the deacons be the husbands of one 
wife, ruling their children, and their own houses 
well. For they that have used the office of a dea- 
con well, purchase to themselves a good degree, 
and great boldness in the faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

Then shall the Bishop examine every one of thope who are 
to be ordained, In the presence of the people, after this 
manner following: 

Do you trust that you are inwardly moved by 
the Holy Ghost to take^upon you the office of the 
ministry in the Church oi C\vt\^\,, \» ?sfc\^^ ^^^ 
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for the promoting of his glory and the edifying of 
his people? 

Arts. I trust so. 

The Bishop. Do you unfeignedly believe all the 
canonical Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments ? 

Ans. I do believe them. 

The Bishop. Will you diligently read or expound 
the same unto the people whom you shall be ap- 
pointed to serve? 

Ans. I wilL 

The Bishop. It appertaineth to the office of a 
deacon to assist the elder in divine service, and 
especially when he ministereth the holy commun- 
ion, to help him in the distribution thereof, and 
to read and expound the Holy Scriptures; to in- 
struct the youth; and in the absence of the elder 
to baptize. 

And, furthermore, it is his office to search for 
the sick, poor, and impotent, that they may be 
visited and relieved. 

Will you do this gladly and willingly ? 

Ans. I will so do, by the help of God. 

The Bishop. Will you apply all your diligence 
to frame and fashion your own lives (and the lives 
of your families) according to the doctrine of 
Christ; and to make (both) yourselves (and 
them), as much as in you lieth, wholesome ex- 
amples of the flocK of Christ? 
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Arts. I will do so, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you reverently obey them to 
wliom the charge and government over you is com- 
mitted, following with a glad mind and will their 
godly admonitions? 

Ans. I will endeavor so to do, the Lord being my 
helper. 

Then the Bishop, laying his hands severally upon the 
head of every one of them, shall say: 

Take thou authority to execute the office of a 
deacon in the Church of God; in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. 

Then shall the Bishop deliver to every one of them the 

Holy Bible, saying: 

Take thou authority to read the Holy Scriptures 
in the Church of God, and to preach the same. 

Then one of them appointed by the Bishop shall read the 

Gospel. 

The Oospel Luke xii. 35-38. 

Let your loins be girded about, and your lights 
burning, and ye yourselves like unto men that 
wait for their lord, when he will return from the 
Avedding, that when he cometh and knocketh, they 
may open unto him immediately. Blessed are 
those servants whom the lord when he cometh shall 
find watching. Verily I say unto you, that he 
shall gird himself and make them to sit down to 
meat, and will come forth and serve them. And 
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if he shall come in the second watch, or come in 
the third watch, and find them so, blessed are* 
those servants. 

Immediately before the Benediction shall be said these 

Collects following: 

Almighty God, giver of all good things, who of 
thy great goodness hast vouchsafed to accept and 
take these thy servants into the office of deacons 
in thy Church : make them, we beseech thee, 
Lord, to be modest, humble, and constant in their 
ministration, and to have a ready will to observe 
all spiritual discipline; that they having always 
the testimony of a good conscience, and continu- 
ing ever stable and strong in thy Son Christ, may 
so well behave themselves in this inferior office 
that they may be found worthy to be called unto 
the higher ministries in thy Church, through the 
same thy Son our Saviour Jesus Christ: to whom 
be glory and honor, world without end. Amen. 

Prevent us, Lord, in all our doings, with thy 
most gracious favor, and further us with thy con- 
tinual help; that in all our works, begun, contin- 
ued, and ended in thee, we may glorify thy holy 
name, and finally, by thy mercy, obtain everlast- 
ing life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Benediction.

SECTION XII. 

If 764. THE FORM AND MANNER OF ORDAINING ELDERS. 

When the day appointed by the Bishop is come there shall 
be a sermon or exhortation, declaring the duty and of- 
fice of such as come to be admitted elders ; how neces- 
sary that order is in the Church of Christ ; and also how 
the people ought to esteem them in their olflce. After 
which one of the elders shall present unto the Bishop 
all them that are to be ordained, and say: 

I present unto you these persons present, to be or- 
dained elders. 

Their names being read aloud, the Bishop shall say unto 

the people: 

Brethren, these are they whom we purpose, God 
willing, this day to ordain elders. For after due 
examination, we find not to the contrary, but that 
tliey are lawfully called to this function and min- 
istry, and that they are persons meet for the same, 
i^ut if there be any of you. who knoweth any im- 
pediment or crime in any of them, for the which 
he ought not to be received into this holy ministry, 
let him come forth in the name of. God, and show 
what the crime or impediment is. 

If any crime or impediment be objected, the Bishop shall 
.si;rcease from ordaining thai x>eTaoTv» "wxvWX w^Ocv Vcwss^ ^^ 
the party accused shaU be IomtvA cV^Clt q1 Wv^x. ccVcwa.. 
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Then shall be said the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel, as fol- 

loweth : 

The Collect. 

Almighty God, giver of all good things, who by 
thy Holy Spirit hast appointed divers orders of 
ministers in thy Church, mercifully behold these 
thy servants, now called to the office of elder, and 
replenish them so with the truth of thy doctrine, 
and adorn them with innocency of life, that, both 
by word and good example, they may faithfully 
serve thee in this office, to the glory of thy name 
and tlie edification of thy Churcli, through the 
merits of our Saviour Jesus Christ, who liveth and 
reigneth with thee and the Holy Ghost, world 
without end. Amen. 

The Ej^iatle, Eph. iv. 7-13. 

Unto every one of us is given grace according 
to the measure of the gift of Christ. Wherefore, 
he saith. When he ascended up on high, he led 
captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men. (Now 
that he ascended, what is it but that he also de- 
scended first into the lower parts of the earth? 
He that descended is the same also that ascended 
up far above all heavens that he might fill all 
things.) And he gave some, apostles; and some, 
prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pas- 
tors and teachers; for the perfecting of the saints 
ioT the work of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ, till we a\\ coia^ m \)w& \«i\\:^ 
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u/ the faitli, and of the knowledge of the Son of 
(^od, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fullness of Christ. 

The Gospel. St. John x. 1-16. 

Yerily, verily, I say unto you. He that entereth 
not by the door into the sheepfold, but climbeth 
up some other way, the same is a tliief and a 
robber. But he that entereth in by the door, is 
the shepherd of the sheep. To him the porter 
openeth; and the sheep hear his voice; and he 
calleth liis own sheep by name, and leadeth them 
out. And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he 
goeth before them, and the sheep follow liim: for 
they know his voice. And a stranger they will not 
follow, but will flee from him: for they know not 
the voice of strangers. This parable spake Jesus 
un-to them: but tliey understood not what things 
tliey were which he spake unto them. Then said 
Jesus unto them again. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, I am the door of the sheep. AH that ever 
came before me are thieves and robbers; but the 
sheep did not hear them. I am the door : by me 
if any man enter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture. The tliief cometh 
not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: 
I am come that they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.^ I am the ^o^d 
shepherd; the good Bhephexd gL\^\5ck\v\^XAfc^'5it.*<5w^ 
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sheep. But he that is a hireling, and .not the 
sheplierd, whose own the sheep are not, seeth the 
wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth; 
and the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the 
sheep. The hireling fleeth because he is a hire- 
ling, and careth not for the sheep. I am the good 
shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of 
mine. As the Father knoweth me, even so know I 
the Father : and I lay down my life for the sheep. 
And other sheep I have, which are not of this 
fold : them also I must bring, and they shall hear 
my voice; and there shall be one fold and one 
shepherd. 

And that done, the Bishop shall say unto them as here- 
after followeth : 

You have heard, brethren, as well in your pri- 
vate examination (as in the exhortation which 
was now made to you), and in the holy lessons 
taken out of the Gospel, and the writings of the 
apostles, of what dignity, and of how great im- 
portance, this office is, whereunto ye are called. 
And now again we exhort you, in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that vou have in remem- 
hrance into how high a dignity, and to what 
weighty an office, ye are called : that is to say, to 
be messengers, watchmen, and stewards of the 
Lord; to teach and to premonish, to feed and pro- 
ride for the Loral's family ; to seek for Christ'& 
sheep that are dispersed aA^rowcV, ^w^ iox \\\^ qS\^- 
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(Ireii wlio are in the midst of this evil world, that 
tliey may be saved through Christ forever. 

We have good hope that you have all weighed 
and pondered these things with yourselves long 
before tliis time; and that you have clearly deter- 
mined, by God's grace, to give yourselves wholly 
to this office, wliereunto it hath pleased God to 
call you : so tliat, as much as lieth in you, you 
will apply yourselves wholly to this one thing, 
and draw all your cares and studies this way, and 
that you will continually pray to God the Father, 
through the mediation, of our only Saviour Jesus 
Christ, for the heavenly assistance of the Holy 
Ghost ; that by daily reading and weighing of the 
Scriptures, ye may wax riper and stronger in your 
ministry; and that ye may so endeavor yourselves 
from time to time to sanctify the lives of you and 
yours, and to fashion them after the rule and doc- 
trine of Christ, that ye may be wholesome and 
godly examples and patterns for the people to fol- 
low. 

And now that this present congregation of 
Christ, here assembled, may also understand your 
minds and wills in these things, and that this your 
promise may the more move you to do your duties, 
ye shall answer plainly to these things, which we, 
in the name of God and of his Church, shall de- 
mand of you touching the same. 

JDo yon think in your \\eatt W\^\i ^w^l ^^^ \x^^ 
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called, according to the will of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, to the order of elders ? 

Ans. I think so. 

The Bishop, Are you persuaded that the Holy 
Scriptures contain sufficiently all doctrine required 
of necessity for eternal salvation through faith in 
Jesus Christ? And are you determined, out of 
said Scriptures, to instruct the people committed 
to your charge, and to teach nothing, as required 
of necessity, to eternal salvation, but that which 
you shall be persuaded may be concluded and 
proved by the Scriptures ? 

Ans. I am so persuaded, and have so determined, 
by God*s grace. 

The Bishop. Will you then give your faithful 
diligence, always so to minister the doctrine and 
sacraments, and the discipline of Christ, as the 
Lord hatli commanded ? 

Ans. I will so do, by the help of the Lord. 

The Bishop. Will you be ready with all faithful 
diligence to banish and drive away all erroneous 
and strange doctrines contrary to God's word ; and 
to use both public and private monitions and ex- 
hortations, as well to the sick as to the whole with- 
in your charge, as need shall require, and occasion 
shall be given? 

Ans. I will, the Lord being my helper. 
T/ie Bishop. Will you \i^ AWi^en^ m ^t«.Y^rs^ 
and in reading of t\\e TtcAy ^m^\Arc^%, wcA vci 
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such studies as help to the knowledge of the same, 
laying aside the study of the world and the flesh? 

Am. I will endeavor so to do, the Lord being my 
helper. 

The Bishop. Will you be diligent to frame and 
fashion yourselves, and your families, according 
to the doctrine of Christ; and to make both your- 
selves and them, as much as in you lieth, whole- 
some examples and patterns to the flock of Ohrist ? 

Ans. I shall apply myself thereto, the Lord being 
my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you maintain and set forward, 
as much as lieth in you, quietness, peace, and love, 
among all Christian people, and especially among 
them that are or shall be committed to your 
charge? 

A718. I will so do, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you reverently obey your chief 
ministers, unto whom is committed the charge and 
government over you ; following with a glad mind 
and will their godly admonitions, submitting your- 
selves to their godly judgments ? 

Ans. I will so do, the Lord being my helper. 

Then shall the Bishop, standing up, say: 

Almighty God, who hath given you this will to 
do all things, grant also unto you strength and 
power to perform the same; that he may accom- 
plish his work which he hath begvm v\^qvsi^^C«^<5p^'^ 
Jesus Christ our Lord. km«Vi. 
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After this the congregation shall be desired secretly in 
their prayers to make their humble supplications to God 
for all these things ; for which prayers there shall be 
silence kept for a space. 

After which shall be said by the Bishop (the persons to 
be ordained elders all kneeling), Veni, Creator, Spiritua; 
the Bishop beginning, and the elders and others that are 
present answering by verses as foUoweth: 

Come, Holy Ghost, our souls inspire, 
And lighten with celestial fire. 

Thou the anointing Spirit art. 

Who dost thy sevenfold gifts impart. 
Thy blessed unction from above 

Is eomfort, life, and fire of love. 

Enable with perpetual light 
The dullness of our blinded sight. 
Anoint and cheer our soiled face

The Benediction,

I have coveted no 
man's silver, or gold, or apparel. Yea, ye your- 
selves know that these hands have ministered unto 
my necessities, and to them that were with me. 
I have showed you all things, how that so laboring 
ye ought to support tl^e we^iV, «lW^ \.^ ^^^sx^^s^'^. 
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the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said. It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.

Then another shall read 
The Gospel St John xxi. 15-17. 

Jesus saith to Simon Peter^ Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me more than these ? He saith unto 
him, Yea, Lord: thou knowest that I love thee. 

He saith nnto 
him again the second time, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me?

The Bishop, Are you persuaded that the Ho- 
ly Scriptures contain sufficiently all doctrine re- 
quired of necessity for eternal salvation, through 
faith in Jesus Christ? And are you determined,

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RESOLUTION OP THE GENERAL CONFERENCE 

INDORSING THE FEDERAL COUNCIL 

OF CHURCHES. 



Whereas, the Church of God is divinely appointed to 
interpret Jesus Christ and his gospel to each succes- 
sive generation, and to labor to the end that all things 
be brought into subjection to him; and. 

Whereas, the problems of industrial readjustment 
and social redemption that are forced upon this gen- 
eration constitute a challenge to the Church to assert 
the Lordship of Jesus Christ in the social as well as in 
the individual life, and to interpret the gospel of this 
age in social as well as in individual terms: 

Therefore, we stand with our brethren represented 
in the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, 

1. For equal rights and complete Justice for all men 
in all stations of life. 

2. For the protection of the family, by the single 
standard of purity, uniform divorce laws, proper regu- 
lation of marriage, and proper housing. 

3. For the fullest possible development for every 
child, especially by the provision of proper education 
and recreation. 

4. For the abolition of child labor. 

5. For such regulation of- the conditions of toil 
for women as shall safeguard the physical and moral 
health of the community. 

6. For the abatement and pTevenWoxi ol ^oN^tV:^ . 

7. For the protection of the VxieLVNV^xvBX «>xA ^ck^V^va 
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from the social, economic, and moral waste of the liq- 
uor traflac. 

8. For the conservation of health. 

9. For the protection of the worker from dangerous 
machinery. 

10. For the right of all men to the opportunity for 
self-maintenance, for safeguarding this right from en- 
croachments of every kind, and for the protection of 
workers from the hardships of enforced employment. 

11. For suitable provision for the old age of the 
workers, and for those incapacitated by injury.; 

12. For the right of employees and employers alike 
to organize for adequate means of conciliation and ar- 
bitration in industrial disputes. 

13. For a release from employment one day in seven. 

14. For the gradual and reasonable reduction of the 
hours of labor to the lowest practicable point, and for 
that degree of leisure for all which is a condition of 
the highest human life. 

15. For a living wage as a minimum in every indus- 
try, and for the highest wage that each industry can 
afford. 

16. For a new emphasis upon the application of 
Christian principles to the acquisition and use of prop- 
erty, and for the most equitable division of the product 
of industry that can ultimately be devised.
